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LIMA, MADRID, AND WASHINGTON. 


JE lately took occasion to censure the princi- 
\ ples and the results of the iron-clad trade 
which the Government is conducting, on two gen- 
eral zrounds, the first, that iron-clads were selling 
which we needed most imperatively, and which 
could be replaced only at a greater cost than the 
price now paid for them, while, on the other hand, 
useless truck like the light draught and the small- 
estand most battered monitors were left on our 
hands; and secondly, that this trade was obvious- 
ly controlled by speculators, who were, by the ig- 
norance or connivance of the officials intrusted 
with this sale, buying vessels at far below their 
value, even to us. We refrained, however, from 
doing more than mentioning the very serious ac- 
cusation made in one of the daily papers by re- 
sponsible parties, to the effect that the object of 
the purchase of the Oneota and Catawba was to 
resell them instantly to Peru, to be used in prose- 
cuting the war then and now existing with Spain, 
which last is to us a friendly power. This bold 
and impudent violation of neutrality having been 
since made the subject of Congressional action, we 
shall now briefly discuss it. 

So long as the alleged violation of the neutrali- 
ty laws was asserted only by the Spanish papers, 
we regarded it as an open question, not mature for 
opinion; but now we find the Peruvian newspa- 
pers giving the whole history of the transaction. 
The story, as there set forth, is substantially as 
follows: Marquez, consul-general of Peru in the 
United States, having been instructed by his gov- 
ernment to purchase two war vessels, with the five 
or six millions of dollars put for that purpose at 
his disposal, found the Oneota and Catawba, the 
property of the United States, best suited to cope 
with the iron-clads of Spain, If we may believe 
the Nacional of Lima, he first boldly approached 
our Government itself ‘‘to ascertain whether it 
had become cold toward Peruvian interests on ac- 
count of the refusal of Mr. Sewarp’s offers to 
mediate.” This, however, would have been rather 
too cool a method of viclating the law; and he 
found that the vessels were to be sold “ under cir- 
cumstances similar {to those of the Dunderberg. 
The American Government preferred this mode of 
procedure.” Nothing see1as to have been said of 
the somewhat important difference, that France 
Was at that time at peace, and Peru at war. 

Accordingly, the contractors, ALEXANDER 
Swirr & Co., seem to have opened simultaneous 
negotiations with Lima and Washington. Mar 








QUEz contracted to give a million dollars in cur- 
rency for each vessel—then equal to $700,000 in 
specie; and $175,000 in currency for the guns, 500 


9| rounds of ammunition, six months provisions, and 
9 | 2,000 tons of coal for each vessel. 


MARQUEZ and 
Mr. Ricker, one of the partners in ALEXANDER 
Swirt & Co., then went to Peru, and arranged the 
trade with the government. It now only remaineu 
for the trade to be closed with our Government, 
which was done. Whether under ordinary cir- 
cumstances we ever should have heard of the de- 
tails of this affair, so close was it kept, until the 
Peruvian flag had been flying over both vessels, is 
uncertain. But it is alleged that the iniquity of the 
transaction did not stop with the violation of the 
laws of the land. Several parties claimed that 
they offered much more for the Oneota aud Ca- 
tawba than Swirt & Co. did, and concluded there 
must be some hidden motive in so strange a pub- 
lic sale. Hence, perhaps, the exposure. 


But we have not yet got to the bottom of this 
extraordinary sale; cool, even for Americans. Ac- 
cording to the statements of Peruvian papers, at 
the time Marquez first opened negotiations for 
the iron-clads, Spain had ordered squadrons to sail 
from Cuba and Spain to Rio Janeiro, which“were 
supposed (erroneously) to be destined for Valpa- 
raiso. Accordingly, Marquez proposed to his 
government that the Oneota and Catawba should 
proceed directly from the United States to Ha- 
vana, capture or burn the Spanish wooden fleet 
there, as they could easily have done, and threaten 
Havana with a bombardment like that of Valpa- 
raiso unless the $3,000,000 extorted from Peru in 
January, 1865, should be returned. Afterward, 
they were to capture the Spanish frigate at Cartha- 
gena. Accordingly, in the contract with ALEx. 
Swirt & Co., MarRQuEz agreed also, as we have 
shown, that the ships should be in full fighting 
condition, with guns, ammunition, coal, and por- 
visions on board. A pretty figure we should have 
cut before the world—we, who complain so loudly 
and justly of England’s conduct in the case of the 
ships which her yards built, furnished, manned, 
provisioned, and equipped for the Confederates, 
to be used against us, a friendly power—had this 
transaction been carried out, and Havana been 
captured, as it could have been in two hours, by 
our American monitors. Fortunately for the na- 
tional honor, Spain did not renew hostilities, and 
her fleet did not go round the Horn; so that the 
raid on Havana was not essayed, and the bargain 
proceeded leisurely. 

Such is the pith of a long story. We presume 
it will be alleged that our Government did not 
know of the intended sale to Peru in selling to A. 
Swirt & Co. All we can say is that we sincerely 
hope this is so. But unless some person suspected 
it among all those involved, it argues a degree of in- 
nocent stupidity which is more fatal in public trusts 
than a leaning to downright knavery. We need 
not, however, pursue this point, since it was clear- 


| ly the business of those having charge of this sale 


to see that it should not end in a violation of our 
neutrality laws. The English government sets up 
the claim that it did not know that the Alabana 
was destined for the Confederate service; but do 
we accept that as a reason for not pressing our 
claim? Very little difference does it make to the 
rained American shipowners and underwriters 
how the Alabama escaped. If the internal police 











regulations of England are not satisfactory to her, 
she may change them when she likes; but their 
inefficiency is something with which we have 
nothing to do. 

30, precisely, it is in this case. If the officials to 
whom these sales have been intrusted are incom- 
petent to find out where the vessels are subse- 
quently going, and to secure the country properly 
against this effort, and if the proper authorities are 
unable to detect a transaction like this, in season, 
it will not help the claim of Spain against us. We 
speak the more freely, because accident or official 
interference has disclosed the intent of the trade. 
The editor of El Cronista tells us, however, that he 
understands a resolution is to be submitted to Con- 
gress, asking that the monitors Oneota and Cataw- 
ba be returned to the contractors on payment by 
the latter of the money advanced to them by the 
Treasury; and that this looks like a renewed in- 
tention to permit the monitors to be conveyed to 
the republics now: at war with Spain. 





THE war office, “ ‘“‘ the direful spring of woes un- 
numbered,” has again changed hands. Mr. Stran- 
TON, who, of course, was able to “stick” only as 
long as he received the support of Congress, has 
resigned, in deference to the verdict of the Sen- 
ate on impeachment, and has turned over the 
property of the Bureau to General Townsenp. 


Regarding the war office as the disputed field, 
it remains in the possession of Mr. Jounson. The 
President has nominated for that post Major-Gen- 
eral SCHOFIELD, now commanding the First Dis- 
trict. We presume that this nomination will be 
confirmed. Certainly no officer is more compe- 
tent to take charge of the business of the War De- 
partment, and to administer it to general satisfac- 
tion. His career while in command of Virginia 
has been singuiarly fortunate. None of his origi- 
nal fellow commanders have been so fortunate in 
this respect as he. Taking command at the start, 
he has held it unchallenged (save for the contemp- 
tible complaints made a few months ago in the 
heat of the election, to which we then referred) 
up to the present time. In the Second Disirict, 
General SickLes was displaced by General Cansy. 
In the Third, General Pope by General Mrape. 
In the Fourth, General Orp by General Gitte. 
In the Fifth, General SHerman by Generals Grir- 
Fin, Mower, Hancock, and BucnHanan. Who- 
ever may be the nominee, let us hope that the war 
office will be removed out of the arena of political 
controversy. 








Ir will be seen by an anneuncement made elsc- 
where, that the Twenty-third regiment N. Y. Na- 
tional Guard has adopted our suggestions, and will 
on next Thursday practise in target firing, at the 
Prospect Park parade ground, Brooklyn. We 
have frequently been compelled to criticise severe- 
ly the former commandant of this regiment, and 
we are glad tojlearn that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Warp and his officers have determined to spare no 
effort which may be required to place this com- 
mand in the front rank, as regards both efficiency 
and esprit de corps. The Twenty-third is the first 
American regiment to inaugurate a s ystem of reg- 
imental target firing, and we trust this movement 
is but the dawning of a brighter era in the affairs of 
this organization, which contains in its ranks the 
material for a “‘ crack ” corps. 
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Tue Secretary of the Treasury has issued a circular of 
instructions establishing regulations for issuing and 
paying duplicate bounty checks. The owner of a sol- 
dier’s bounty check which may be lost must at once 
notify the assistant treasurer upon whom it is drawn to 
stop payment, send affidavits to the paymaster-general 
or the paymaster who issued the check, setting forth the 
circumstances of the loss, and that it was not endorsed 
in blank or to bearer. He must also file a bond, a form 
of which is furnished to paymasters who issue checks. 


BREVET Major-General Augur, commanding Depart- 
ment of the Platte, on the 19th inst. issued the follow.

Under orders from the general-in-chief, the military 
posts of C. F. Smith, Phil Kearny and Reno, on what 
is known as the Powder River route, will be abandoned.

BREVET Major-General Canby, commanding the Sec- 
ond Military District, on the 12th inst. issued the follow- 


ing order: 

At the election held in the State of North Carolina on 
the 2ist, 22d and 23d days of April, 1868, pursuant to 
General Orders No. 45, from these Headquarters, dated 
March 23, 1868, and under the authority of the law of 
the United States of March 2, 1867, “to provide for the 
more efficient government of the Rebel States,” and the 
laws supplementary thereto, the question of ratifying or 
rejecting the Constitution framed by the Convention 
elected for that purpose, under the authority of the 
aforecited laws, was submitted to the qualified electors 
of the said State; und at which election was also sub- 
mitted, under the authority of the second Section of the 
law of the United States of March 11, 1868, amendatory 
of the aforecited laws, the election of the officers of the 
legislative, judicial and executive departments, and 
county effices of the State of North Carolina provided 
for by the said Constitution and made elective by the 
people ; and, also, under the same authority, of members 
of the House of Representatives of the Conyress of the 
United States: And the election officers having made 
the returns required by law, it is hereby declared: 

First. That the Constitution adopted by the Con- 
vention which assembled in the city of Raleigh, N. C., 
on the 14th day of January, and adjourned on the 17th 
day of March, 1868, has been ratified by a majority of 
the votes actually cast by the qualified electors of the 
State of North Carolina. 

Second. That the following-named persons have re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast by the qualified 
electors of the State for the offices of the Executive De- 

mett of the State, and are duly elected to the offices 
n specified : 

Governor, William W. Holden ; Lieutenant-Governor, 
Tod R. Caldwell ; Secretary of State, H. J. Menninger ; 
Treasurer, David A. Jenkins; Auditor, Henderson 
Adams; Superintendent of Public Works, Cebern L. 
Harris ; Superintendent of Public Instruction, Samuel 
8. Ashley ; Attorney-General, William M. Coleman.

Mayorn-GENERAL Meade, commanding the Third 
Military District, on the 20th inst., issued the following 
order : 

So much of the sen‘ences of the prisoners (William 
Peitigrew, Frank H. Munday, Hugh L. White, Thomas 
W. Roberts, Jumes Steele, John Cullen and Samuel 
Strayhorn, citizens,) sentenced by General Orders No. 
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72, to confinement at hard labor at the Dry Tortugas, 
as remains ae on the receipt of this order at 
Fort Jefferson, is by remitted, and the prisoners will 
be discharged. 

In thus early releasip< these prisoners, the major-gen- 
eral commanding trvsts the clemency extended toward 
them will not be misunderstood. These misguided and 
thoughtless young men were canvicted, after a fair trial, 
of acts of violence and outrage against a citizen, with 
the object of driving him out of the State. The fre- 
quent complaints o; similar conduct, and the failure of 
the civil authorities to ress the evil, rendered it ne- 
cessary to exercise the power conferred on him by law, 
and bring these prisoners before a military tribunal. 
Their conviction and punishmént having, however, vin- 
dicated the principle involved, the commanding general, 
in view of suffering imposed on the relatives and friends 
of the prisoners, of the promises made of future good 
conduct, and in the belief. that a proper example, earlier 
made, might have deterred the prisoners from commit- 
ting the offence, has directed the discharge of the pris- 
oners, 

The commanding general takes this occasion to state 
that similar clemency need not be expected in future 
and he warns the people of his district that he is de- 
termined to suppress all lawlessness and violence, and 
all attempts of individuals to take law into their own 
hands, or to decide who shall or shall not live in the 
country. To protect every person in his rights of per- 
son and property is made by law the paramount duty 
of the commanding general, and it is well the people 
of the district and the authorities having in charge the 
preservation of the peace and the execution of the laws, 
should know that he is determined to exercise all the 
power under his command in the discharge of his duty, 
and that hereafter no considerations, such as are here 
allowed, will influence him to relieve the guilty from 
the just punishment awarded them. 





ANTIETAM NATIONAL CEMETERY. 


THE following is a copy of the report of Mr. John 
Jay, special commissioner appointed to represent New 
York State in the Board of Managers of the National 
Cemetery at Antietam : 

To His Excellency, Governor Fenton: 

Srr—I have the honor to submit a brief report as 
“special commissioner to co-operate with the board of 
managers and the commissioners from Maryland and 
other States in the establishment of a-national cemetery 
upon the battlefield of Antietam,” under your excel: 
lency’s commission, dated 23d October, 1867. 

On the 29th of the same month I left New York for 
Baltimore, where I met by appointment Colonel W. 
Yates Silleck, the commissioner from Wisconsin, and 
chairman of the executive committee, and we proceeded 
to Antietam, where we were joined by Dr. Augustine 
A. Biggs and Thomas A. Boullt, Esq., two of the com- 
missioners for the State of Maryland, named in the act 
of incorporation—Dr. Biggs being the president and 
Mr. Boullt the treasurer of the board. In company 
with these gentlemen, to whose courtesy I was greatly 
indebted, I made a careful examination of the cemetery 
grounds and improvements, and Dr. Biggs exhibited to 
me his accounts and register, which appeared to be kept 
with minute exactness; and, I may add, that the duties 
of that officer, as general manager of the work of the 
work of the cemetery grounds, seemed to have been 
performed with great fidelity, and with a careful regard 
to perfectness of execution and economy of cost. 

The cemetery plot is of irregular shape ; the longest 
side on the north facing upon the Sharpsburg and 
Booneboro turnpike 779 feet, the west line 670 feet, the 
south side 431 feet, the east 767 feet. It has been thor- 
oughly drained, and surrounded by a massive wall of 
great excellence, both as regards the character of the 
stone and the style of the work. This wall on the 
north side is surrounded by an iron fencing, affording 
a view of the cemetery from the road, with a proper 
gateway, with main and side entrances—the posts of 
which exhibit in carving, symbols of the Union in the 
shield and eagle. 

On the right of the entrance within the cemetery, 

stands a substantial stone lodge, nearly completed, for 
the residence of the keeper, and with a convenient re- 
ception room. 
‘The grounds already occupied by graves form a semi- 
ellipse, divided into segments of circles, sections, and 
parallelograms each division being numbered by a let- 
ter, and each section of graves numbered in order. 

All the interments thus far made have been made 
under the orders of the War Department in pursuance 
of an act of Congrees by the United States Burial Corps. 
On the 23d May, 1867, the number of dead thus re- 
moved was 3,580, of whom 2,462 were identified, and 
1,118 unknown ; and the total number has since been 
increased to 4,695. 

The dead have all been buried under the personal su- 
perintendence of Dr. Biggs, who has entered in his reg- 
ister, on the spot, the name, number, company and reg- 
iment of the deceased, wherever the remains were iden- 
tified, so that each grave can be known with certainty 
in case the friends should wish to remove the body. 

Excepting in a few cases of removal from other ceme- 
teries, where the graves are marked by the original 
head-boards, the graves are still unmarked. No uni- 
form plan of head-stones has as yet been adopted. 

Besides New York, the following States have contri- 
buted to the expenses of the cem : Maryland, 
New Jersey, Minnesota, Maine, Rhode Island, Pennsy]- 
vania, Wisconsin, West Virginia, Massachusetts, Ohio, 
Indiana, Vermont. and Michigan. 

The moneys already appropriated by these States, in- 
cluding t -n thousand dollars appropriated by New York, 
and now paid in full ($4500 having been paid by my 
predecessor, and $5,500 by myself), will be more than 





sufficient to compiete the general work of the cemetery, 
including the lodge, roads, walks and planting ; leaving, 
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as I am informed, a probable balance after all the mon. 
eys appropriated by other States have been paid, of from 
five to seven thousand dollars toward the work still re 
maining to be done, in supplying head-stones with 
inscriptions; and, toward the monument, which it ig 
proposed to erect on the highest part of the cemetery 
grounds. 

The design adopted by the board, for this monument, 
is a colossal granite statue, upon a granite pedestal, of 
a soldier in the National uniform keeping guard over the 
dead ; and from this elevated position in the midst of 
the battlefield of Antietam, it will be visible from afar 
in every direction. 

The estimated cost of this monument will be $30,000, 
The artist, Mr. J. G. Batterson, of Hartford, has been 
requested to furnish a photograph of the design for the 
final approval of the board, and an apportionment of the 
cost will be made among the States whose dead re 
in the cemetery, and who have united inits establish. 
ment. 

I am at present unable to advise your excellency of 
the exact amount that will be yet required from New York 
toward the erection of gravestones or for the monument, 
but as the former should be erected without unnecessary 
delay, I beg leave to suggest the advisability of an ap 
propriation by the Legislature of a further sum of ten 
thousand dollars for this purpose, to be called for as it 
may be required, and to be paid either to the treasurer 
of the Antietam board, or tosuch person as may be em. 
ployed with their approval ; to furnish head-stones with 
inscriptions for the graves of the New York soldiers, 
upon the requisition of the special commissioner of this 
State, endorsed with the approval of the executive. 

‘Subsequently to my visit to Antietam, I attended, on 
the 5th of December, a meeting of the board of trustees 
at Washington. 

At that meeting, Mr. Boullt, one of the commissioners 
from Maryland, called attention to the sections of the 
act of incorporation, devoting the cemetery to the burial 
of all who fell in the battle of Antietam; and during 
an animated debate which arose upon the subject, | 
read the letter addressed to me by your excellency, on 
that point, dated the 3d November, and introduced a 
resolution which was amended and adopted as follows: 

“ Resolved, That in pursuance of the provisions of the 
the fourth section of the act of Maryland, passed March 
23, 1865, incorporating the Antietam National Cemetery, 
this board do now allot and designate, for the burial of 
the Confederate dead who fell in the battle of Antietam, 
or in the first invasion of Lee, the southern portion of 
the cemetery grounds not now occupied, and separate 
from the ground devoted to the burial of the Union 
dead.” 

The vote, on the adoption of the resolution, was as 
follows : 

Ayes—Maryland, New York, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Vermont, Indiana and Minnesota—7. 

Noes—Ohio and West Virginia—2. 

The grounds thus allotted embrace, as it was stated, 
more than two acres, and should they prove insufficient, 
there are additional plots which might be similarly ap- 
propriated. 

In accordance with the suggestion contained in your 
excellency’s letter, that the attention of the War De 
partment might be properly called to the subject of the 
burial of the Confederate dead, attended by Colonel Sil. 
leck, of Wisconsin, I waited upon General Grant, sub- 
mitted to him the facts, and asked if the Department 
could render in this case the same assistance, which they 
had already given in the case of the Union dead. 

General Grant expressed his decided approval of the 
fulfilment, by the trustees, of the provisions and intent 
of the charter in this particular, and his own readiness 
to give them whatever assistance he could render; but, 
upon consultation with Inspector-General E. A. Schriver, 
he advised us, that the previous employment of the 
United States Burial Corps had been in pursuance of a 
general act of Congress, providing for the burial of the 
Union dead throughout the country, and that the De 
partment was without authority and without funds for 
the work in question. 

In answer to a question as to the advisability of an 
application to Congress to make an appropriation for the 
purpose, he referred to the determined spirit of retrench- 
mert at present prevailing at the capitol, as rendering 
the success of such a proposition at this time extremely 
doubtful. 

This opinion of General Grant was confirmed by 4 
number of senators and representatives, with whom! 
advised. , 

Whether the Southern States, as at present’constituted, 
will notice the action of the board in allotting grounds 
for the interment of their dead, and respond to it by ap- 
propriations for that purpose, is, perhaps, a matter of 
uncertainty. 

In case no such appropriations should be made by the 
present governments of those States, and if their recon- 
struction should, from any cause, be postponed beyond 
the present winter, I think it clear, that the work of 
gathering up and decently interring, in the cemetery 
grounds set apart for that purpose, the remains of the 
Confederate dead, may, in such case, be regarded asa 
work which the humanity and honor of the Northern 
States, whose troops were victorious in that contest, Te 
quire them promptly to undertake. 

I would, therefore, respectfully suggest that, should 
such a contingency occur, the Legislature of New York, 
should they approve the recommendation, might con- 
veniently instruct the State Commissioner in this regard, 
and make a special appropriation to cover the proper 
share of New York in the cost of such removal and in- 
terment. , 

It is a fact not pleasant to relate, but which, never 
theless, has a significance not to be overlooked in this 
connection, that the remains of the Confederate dead on 
the battle field of Antietam, fr whose equal benefit, a8 
your Excellency has distinctly shown from the “s 
Maryland, th.s cemetery was established, now lie bur! 
on the battle field, occasionally at a depth so sballow 





that their bones are sometimes disturbed by the plough- 
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are and the harrow. Dr. Biggs, president of the 
ej stated, that a skull was recently brought to him 
which had been turned up separated from the body. 

I submit to your Excellency, that the decent interment 
of these remains is a matter that closely concerns the 
National character, that it is one with which the passing 
politics of the day have no right, and, I trust, no dispo- 
sition to intermeddle, and perhaps, also, as one in which 
our State may be supposed to feel an especial interest, 
from the fact, that the battle of Antietam, the first deci- 
sive victory of the war that protected us from a Southern 
jnvasion was won by the heroism of an Army to which 
New York had largely contributed.

THE PROPOSED ARMY UNIFORM. 


WE make the following additional extracts from the 
“ Medical Report upon the Uniform and Clothing of the 
Soldiers of the U. S. Army ” published by the Surgeon 


General : 
TROUSERS. 

The clothing for the lower extremities is discussed 
by the reporters in precisely the same style as is that 
for the body. 

The legs appear better able to withstand hot clothing 
and are never so cruelly constricted as the chest con- 
taining the vital organs, but the undeviating thickness 
of the heavy trousers, to which there is not even the 
analogue of the blouse, is a source of severe complaint 
throughout the entire warm season. Equally is it de- 
ficient for health and comfort during exposure to the 
piercing winter winds of the plains, although, except at 
the almost arctic posts of the British American frontier, 
this is attributed to the criminal inferiority of the cloth 
now supplied. 

The arguments for and against the various fabrics and 
colors are substantially the same as those already pre- 
sented. The usefulness of the white linen or duck 
which some recommend is, even by its advocates, limited 
to the summer service of perraanent garrisons in peace, 
leaving troops in the field exposed to the present evils. 
Duplicate sets of pantaloons can be carried no more 
readily than duplicate sets of coats, and perhaps are 
even less necessary. But beyond the difficulty of keep- 
ing white clothes unsoiled, and the constant ‘isk to 
health that vegetable rather than woollen tissures offer, 
it appears that starching, which is essential for the 
preservation of their appearance, makes the fabric prac- 
tically impermeable and almost neutralizes the promi- 
nent advantage of rapid evaporation and consequent 
coolness. 

Having in view the essential conditions of the Ameri- 
can soldier’s service, as treated of in the earlier pages, 
the practical deductions are that a rational system de- 
mands woollen trousers of thinner cloth, more closely 
woven or milled, ana of a greyish blue color, [officers 
serving in the muddy regions of the Pacific advise dark 
blue, at least during the rainy season], and that the 
proper degrees of warmth are to be attained and pre- 
served by the employment of drawers of different grades 
according to the climate, and in very severe weather, 
by the use of more than one pair. 

The form generally advised for foot troops is the 
formerly fashionable and very useful “ peg top.” They 
should be large over the pelv's, to permit the evapora- 
tion of perspiration and room for the extra shirts and 
for deep and ample pockets let in at the seam, and nar- 
row at the ankle to keep them out of the mud of 
marches and to permit their stowage within boot-legs or 
gaiters. ‘I'he distressing condition in which the men 
go into camp after a march through muddy roads with 
the full-bottomed pantaloons unprotected, appeals very 
feelingly for every possible relief from the disgusting 
effects of mud and water. 

Braces are advised by a few officers, but the compli- 
cation they involve dees not seem to be sufficiently com- 
pensated by their advantages to induce their recommen- 
dation. By being cut so as to be supported by the hip 
bones, any undue abdominal pressure would probably 
be avoided, and it is believed an inner broad belt can be 
80 arranged as to present a secondary means of support. 
The most serious difficulty in supporting the trousers at 
the waist is, that the constriction stops the perspiration 
of the body in its downward passage, producing possi- 
bly unpleasant chafing and cutaneous irritation. Ina 
degree this is a necessary evil, but with proper regard 
to the other garments it need never be of long continu- 
ance, 

The matter of length is, however, a serious one. 
There is general and unquestionably well-founded com- 
plaint that at present men of six feet cannot, ordinarily, 
find pantaloons large enough, although before the war 
size 4 wasample. It is recommended, by the advice of 
those having personal experience, that the following 
standard be adopted: Size No. 1, length of inner seam, 
28 inches ; No. 2, length of inner seam, 30 inches ; No. 3, 
length of inner seam, 32 inches; No. 4, length of inner 
seam, 34 inches; No. No. 5, length of inner seam, 36 
inches. 

It is also advised that, for all foot troops of the line 
at least, there be added to the allowance one pair of 
loose stout overalls, somewhat like the canvas issued to 
the engineer troops but lighter; or, better, like those 
ordinarily worn by masons and other mechanics in civil 
life. These should be brown in color and could be used 
on some forms of fatigue duty over, or, in peculiar 
weather, in lieu of, the trousers, saving them in wear 
and tear and in appearance, adding to the comfort, and 
ultimately lessening the expenses of the men. 

For mounted troops the reinforced, full-bottomed 
trousers are recommended. It would be manifestly im- 
practicable to wear the narrow pantaloons over the boot- 
leg and we find, even with the style now issued, the 
men invariably have the bottoms enlarged to attain that 
end. In the garment as issued the saddle-pieces should 
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be turned in, and not left with the ragged edge which, 
with the presert quality of cloth, rapidly frays out, re- 
quiring the men to have them re-sewn at their own ex- 
pense. It is further recommended that for certain fron- 
tier posts where the scouting duty is known to be rough, 
there be issued as company or post property enough 
well-dressed, light leather overalls, similar to those used 
by the border Mexicans. Their use would promote the 
comfort and add to the efficiency of the men, as well as, 
at some stations, save them much expense in the frequent 
replacing of trousers. 

For the northern lines, where garrisons cannot be 
suddenly changed, the same recommendation for the 
employment of specially thick cloth is made that was 
offered in the case of the coat, and for the same reasons. 

The additional recommendation is pressed with seri- 
ousness, that for the exposed north-western posts, where 
experience has demonstrated their necessity, large ¢.nd 
warm leggings be furnished the troops serving there. 
At many places they are now used, being obtained from 
the company fund or at the private expense of the men. 
Their employment, however, ought not only to be in- 
formally tolerated, but should be explicitly prescribed and 
provided for at government expense. In whatever man- 
ner they may be held, and that is a matter foreign to 
this Department, there is no doubt of their necessity as 
protection against the fearful rigors of the climate. The 
sick reports carry too mapy men disabled by cold, to 
question the advisability of such an addition—one that 
all frontier experience shows adopted by civilians, abo- 
riginal and naturalized, and by those armies whose 
troops are similarly situated. They should be of thick 
blanket material, or, better, more durable and probably 
cheaper, of buffalo hide tanned with the hair on. 


SHOES, BOOTS AND GAITERS. 

The model or type of the Army shoe seems well 
adapted to the ordinary service of the soldier, but mod- 
ifications to its disadvantage have become engrafted 
during the Rebellion so that the shoe as now issued is 
much below the standard in materialand fit. The evils 
are chiefly those that can be remedied by rigid inspec- 
tion in the clothing department. As it is now, the ma- 
jority of the men buy their shoes from private hands at 
higher rates, for the sake of comfort and ultimate econ- 


omy. 

The heel should be broad and low, the sole sufficient- 
ly narrow to permit the sides adequately to support the 
foot, and the toes wide enough to avoid compression. 
A shoe that permits much movement of the foot in it is 
nearly as bad as one that compresses the foot. (In 
sandy regions the shoe would be a better protection if 
the tongue were made higher.] The quality of the 
leather is, in many cases, yery bad, and in some it is 
charged that the soles are largely made of paper. It 
is certain that not unfrequently they wear out and strip 
off after very little exposure. [In excessively hot, dry 
and stony regions, ss in Arizona, the ordinary shoes 
rapidly wear out ; the soles coming off by the threads 
being quickly cut through, or by the pegs loosening 
through contraction. The French screwed shoe has 
been advised from there.] The shoe is issued exclu- 
sively to infantry and the boot to cavalry. 

But with the shoe for ordinary service should be used 
the gaiter. Marching troops in the late war evinced a 
decided preference for the gaiter in some shape, and 
when it could not be drawn they thrust the trousers’ 
legs within the stockings. In all marches in the mud 
this was a necessity, although only partial in the relief 
it afforded. Properly applied, gaiters protect the feet 
from dust and sand, but their greatest value is in en- 
abling the wearer to go into camp with clean stockings 
and trousers, and in the advantage for health that dry- 
ness and comparative warmth possess over the wet and 
mud and discomfort their absence implies. It was be 
lieved by many of the men that the bracing efiect of the 
pressure was an aid in marching. The best kind is 
probably the light “ half dressed” leather, fastened by 
buckles. 

But the shoe, even with the gaiter attached, is inade- 
quate to the proper protection of the foot in the north- 
ern winters. No shoe will aaswer in the drifting snows 
that are found everywhere north of the latitude of New 
York, and the very severe weather of some posts de- 
mands extraordinary protection. Where the snow is 
deep the men are permitted to buy at their own ex- 
pense, and to wear boots like those that civilians find 
necessary, but every principle of justice requires that 
they should be provided with the clothing requisite for 
their health and ordinary comfort. It is therefore re 
commended almost unanimously by officers at those 
posts that boots be allowed in winter. [The same re- 
commendation is made where they are exposed to the 
deep mud of the rainy season on the Pacific.] Fora 
discussion of the means proper to meet the extraor- 
dinary severity of the winters along the lakes, and in 
the Departments of Dakota and the Platte, attention is 
invited to the closing pages of this report. 

The cavalry boots are open to the same objection as 
the shoes, in the material and workmanship, and, be- 
sides, are deficient in the size of the legs. Thesg are 
so narrow that the trousers cannot easily be retained in 
them, and so short as to be bad in appearance, and to 
permit the rain to soak in from the knee. If made 
wider they would be vastly more comfortable, and if 
longer would add to his appearance, and would better 
protect the trooper. The adoption of jack-boots would 
permit the cavalryman always to wear trousers of the 
same cut as the infantry soldier, and would be a char 
acteristic as well as ae dress. Penemune 

It is respectfully suggested, in view of the inferiority 
of the shoes and boots so long issued, and of the good 
quality of the leather work made by the Ordnance De- 
partment, that the enlargement of their works to em- 
brace shoe factories would be warranted for the sake of 
the soldier, and that the employment of company or 
post shoemakers would enable the men to be always 
well shod, to the greater efficiency and economy of the 
Army.

OBITUARY. 
LIEUTENANT 8. A. Brown, Turrp U. 8. INFANTRY. 


LIEUTENANT Stanley A. Brown, Third U.S. Infantry, 
died in Topeka, Kansas, on the 13th inst., of disease 
superinduced by a jaundiced condition of his system. 
Lieutenant Brown left Fort Larned, Kansas, on the 7th 
inst., for the purpose of attending the U.S. District 
Court at Topeka as a witness. On the 11th inst. he was 
slightly indisposed, and on the morning of the 13th he 
was seized with paroxysms, which terminated fatally in 
the afternoon of that day. 

Lieutenant Brown was a native of Juneau, Dodge 
County, Wisconsin, and was twenty-three years of age 
at the time of his death. He served in the Volunteer 
Army through the entire Rebellion, and was severely 
wounded in the throat by a sabre stroke. During the 
Indian campaign of last summer he earned an enviable 
reputation as a brave and promising young officer. 

t is stated that during the prevalence of cholera last 
season, he had just been relieved from duty at Fort 
Dodge, Kansas, and was ordered to another station, but 
seeing that his services at Dodge would be of use, he 
courageously remained there during the entire term of 
the prevalence of that malignant disease, simply from 
conscientious motives of duty as a man, aside from his 
military requirements elsewhere. 

His funeral took place at Topeka on the afternoon of 
the 14th inst., and was attended by several of the officers 
of his regiment, the remains being interred with full 
masonic honors.

It is with sincere regret that the commanding officer 
of this post announces the death, at Topeka, Kansas, 
on May 12, 1868, of First Lieutenant Stanley A. Brown, 
Third Infantry. Entering the service in 1861, in the 
Fifth regiment Wisconsin Volunteers, he has been 
identified with the Army till the date of his death. Of 
kind and generous impulses and well-known gallantry, 
his untimely death will long be deplored by a large 
circle of friends and acquaintances.

“It affords me great pleasure to inform the department, 
that ther Monongahela has been gotten off from her re- 
cent perilous position on the beach at St. Croix, and is 
now anchored opposite the town, where she expects to 
remain two or three weeks refitting, preparatory to sail- 
ing for New York ; the extraordinary exertions made by 
Commodore Bisse!], Mr. Davidson (the constructor) and 
Chief Engineer Zeigler, together with their men, in 
bringing this attempt to a successful issue, has produced 
the most unqualified approbation and pleasure. The 
Fort, this morning (May I[2th) fired twenty-one guns 
(impromptu) at this gratifying result, which was duly 
returned from this ship, the Danish colors at the fore ; 
I am now (9 o’clock A. M.) getting under way, and will 
run over to St. Thomas, which is said to be healthy, in 
order to catch the mail of the 14th, forward dispatches 
to the department, remain there a few hours, and from 
thence proceed to Point a Petre, Guadaloupe, examine 
the coast there, and visit other ports in that vicinity, 
after which I shall return to St. Croix for dispatches and 
letters, leaving that point to carry out the objects of the 
department’s instructions contained in its letter of the 
15th of April, 1868.” 








THE CHARGE OF MURAT AT EYLAU. 


Tue following description of the charge of Murat at 
Eylau, is given by Mr. J. T. Headly, in his “ Napoleon 
and his Marshals :” 

It is at Eylau that Murat appears in his most terrible 
aspect. This battle, fought in mid winter, in 1807, was 
the most important and bloody one that had then oc- 
cured. France and Russia had never before opposed 
such strength to each other, and a complete victory on 
either side would have settled the fate of Europe ; Bona- 
parte remained in possession of the field, and that was 
all; no victory was ever so like a defeat. 


The field of Eylau was covered with snow, and the 
little ponds that lay scattered over it were frozen sufli- 
ciently hard to bear the artillery. Seventy-one thous- 
sand men on one side, and eighty-five thousand on the 
other, arose from the frozen field on which they had 
slept the night of February, without tent or covering, 
to battle for a continent. Augereau, on the le‘t, was 
utterly routed inthe morning. Advancing through a 
storm so thick he could not see the enemy, the Russian 
cannon mowed down his ranks with their destructive 
fire, while the Cossack cavalry, which were ordered to 
charge, came thundering on, almost hitting the French 
infantry with their long lances before they were visible 
through the storm. 

Hemmed in and overthrown, the whole division, com- 
posed of 16,000 men, with the exception of 1,500 were 
captured or slain. Just then the snow storm clearing up, 
revealed to Napoleon the peril to which he was brought, 
and he immediately ordered a grand charge by the Im- 
peril Guard and the whole cavalry. Nothing was fur 
ther from Bonaparte’s wishes or expectations than the 
bringing of his reserve into the engagement at this 
early stage of the battle, but their was no other resource 
left him. 

Murat sustained his high reputation on this occasion, 
and proved himself, for the hundreth time, worthy of 
the great confidence Napoleon placed in him. Nothing 
could be more imposing than the battle-field at this 
moment. Bonaparte and the Empire trembled in the 
balance, while Murat prepared to lead down his cavalry 
to save them. Seventy squadrons, making in all 11,000 
well-mounted men, began to move over the slope, with 
the Old Guard marching sternly behind. 

Bonaparte, it is said, was more agitated at this crisis 
than when a few moments before, he was so near being 
captured by the Russians. But as he saw those seventy 
squadrons come down on a plunging trot, pressing 
hard after the white plume of Murat, that streamed 
in the snow storm far in front, a smile passed over 
his countenance.

superhuman being treading down helpless mortals, than 
an ordinary man. Amid the roar of artillery, and rat- 
tling of musketry, and falling of sabre-strokes like 
lightning about him, that lofty white plume never once 
went down, while ever and anon it was seen glaring 
through the smoke of battle, the star of hope to Na- 
poleon, and showing that “his right arm” was still up- 
lifted and striking for victory. 

He raged like an unloosed lion amid the foe; and his 
eyes, always terrible in battle, burned with increased 
lustre, while his clear and steady voice, heard above the 
turmoil of strife, was worth more than a thousand 
trumpets to cheer on his followers. At length, seeing a 
knot of Russian soldiers that for a long time kept upa 
devouring fire on his men, he wheeled his horse and 
drove in full gallop upon their levelled muskets. A 
few of his guards, that never allowed that white plume 
to leave their sight, charged after him. Without wait- 
ing to count his foes, he seized his bridle in his teeth, 
and with his pistol in one hand and his drawn sword in 
the other, burst in headlong fury upon them, and scat- 
tered them as if a hurricane had swept by. Murat was 
a thunderbolt on that day, and the deeds that were 


wrought by him will furnish themes for the poet and 
painter. 





REMINISCENCES OF THE ALABAMA. 


Many of the sailors loitering near the ries 0 
West and South streets, rene. F part of ae or 
Rebel war steamers or blockade-runners during the 
war. Those who cerved on board the Alabama say that 
they shipped for a year only, but that when their time 
expired Semmes showed them the articles they had 
signed, to which had been added the words, ‘ cr till 
close of the war.” ‘This clause was not read to the men 
when thev signed the articles. The Alabama cruised 
for twenty-three i1aonths, and captured sixty-four ves 
seis. ‘Two of these, the steamer Ariel, bound to Aspin 
wall, and the ship Zonawanda, bound from Liverpool 
to Philadelphia with five hundred emigrants, were ran 
somed by Semmes, on condition of their officers giving | 
bonds for payment at the close of the war. 

The wages of Semmes’s crew were £4 10s. a month 
and were regularly paid till near the close of the Ala 
bama’s career, but no prize money was promis:d until 
the independence of the Confederacy was acknowledged 
by the North. As the prizes taken were usually buraed 
and afforded no profit, the Rebel government was to es 
timate their value, and make appropriation for the cap 
tors. As the men shipped for prize money more than 
for fighting, their hopes were disappointed. Semmes 
disappointed them, also, in regard to food. The cabin 
delicacies of all captured vessels were reserved for the 
officers, and were never distributed among t_.e crew, 
whose only variation from a salt meat diet was when 
some captured vessel had an unusually large supply of 
pigs. The treatment of the men was otherwise good. 
As they were all experienced seamen, they were not re- 
quired to drill at the guns more than once a month; 
and no floggings took place, though Semmes often 
threatened them. Before the fight with the Kearsarge 
all but thirty of the original crew had run away, and 
their places were chiefly filled by Spaniards and French- 
men, who knew no language but their own. 

Semmes lived on board the Alabama in great seclu- 
sion, and had little communication with his officers, 
wao were either Americans of the Southern States, or 
Englishmen and Germans who had settled there. He 
kept his own counsel, and his movements were myste- 
rious. At times he cruised under sail, and at times 
with steam. He hovered around ports, and sometimes 
ran in, especially when coal was required, which hap- 
pened at least once in every three months. 

The Alabama sailed under tle United States flag, and 
signalled a!) passing vessels to heave to. Foreign cap 
tains who refused to stop were stopped by a shot across 
their bows ; but American vessels usually bore down at 
once, only to find, as they drew near, that the stars and 
stripes were suddenly displaced by the Rebel colors. 
Semmes would then send a boat, which left a boarding- 
offcer on board of the prize, and brought back the cap- 
tain and papers. The chronometer, provisions, cargo, 
or rigging needed by the pirate were then caken, and 
finally the mates and sailors were brought to the Ala- 
bama and quartered with her crew. The captain 
messed with the officers. The captured vessel was fired 
before abandonment. If several crews of vessels hap- 
pened to be prisoners at one time they were ironed to 
gether at night to prevent insurrection. 

The Alabama cruised in the North and South Atlan- 
tic, and the Pacific, and in the China Sea. One Amer- 
ican ship refused to heave to when ordered. The Con- 
test was ha‘led in the Straits ot Sunda, while bound 
from Japan to the United States. The Confederate fi 
was hoisted too soon ; the Contest took the alarm an 
fied, and the Alabama herself being under sail, could 
not overtake her.—New York Evening Post,

NAVAL ENGINEERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sm: May I ask a little space in your columns to ex- 
hibit the errors committed by “ Handspike” in his com- 
munication published in the JournaL of the 28d ult. 
For the “arithmetic” bearing upon the relative num- 
bers of line and engineer officers proper to a steam navy, 
I need only refer to the letter from “ Veritas,” in the 
JOURNAL of the 9th ult., and an examination of the 
British general and engineer officers’ “ Navy Lists” will 
show that “ Veritas’s” figures are correct. 

“Handspike” states that in 1867 Great Britain had 
726 vessels in commission, “ principally steamers.” He 
puts the number of British engineer officers at 241, or 
about one engineer to every three steamers in commis- 
sion. I long ago ascertained that an engineer officer is 
sometimes expected to be ubiquitous, and I am glad to 
learn that the British naval engineers have progressed 
so far that each one is capable of managing the ma- 
chinery of three steamers, and of doing his share of 
shore duty at the same time. 

My figures differ, however, very essentially from 
those of “ Handspike.” 

I have obtained a copy of the British “ Engineer Of- 
ficers’ Navy List,” published January, 1868, and have 
collated the following : 

War steamers in commission, January, 1868, 191; 
number of engineer officers at same date, 1,285; aver- 
age number engineers to each steamer, 634 ; average 
number line (from “ Verftas’s” figures), 1114. A large 
number of these vessels are of less than 300 tons, and 
require but one or two engineers each. Throwing 
them out would make the average about nine to each 
ship. The following vessels constitute the English 
“channel squadron,” and the number of engineers at- 
tached to each is given. (‘British Engineers’ Navy 
List,” pp. 73-108) : 

Minotaur (tlag-ship), 11 engineers ; Achilles, 11 engi- 
neers ; Warrior, 10 engineers; B hon, 8 engineers; 
Laffey, 7 engineers; Pallas, 7 engineers ; Helicon, 4 en- 
gineers. ‘Total, seven vessels, with a total of eight 
chief engineers and fifty assistants. Average, one chief 
“— eae assistants each. 

following vessels composed the European squad- 
ror of the United States at same date, January, 1868 : 

Franklin (flag-ship), 8 engineers ; Canandaigua, 8 en- 
gineers ; Ziconderoga, 7 engineers ; Shamrock, 6 engi- 
neers ; Swatara, 4 engineers; Frolic, 4 engineers. To- 
tal, six vessels, with a total of three chiefs and thirty- 
four assistant engineers. Average, 14 chief and 5% as- 
sisiants, 

I will add a short selected list of English steamers: 

Asia, guard-ship at Portsmouth, 2 chief engineers, 
52 assistants ; Cumberland, guard-ship at Sheerness, 2 
chiets, 14 assistants; Fisgard, guard-ship at Wool- 
wich, 3 chiefs, 22 assistants; Indus, guard-ship at De 
vonport, 2 chiefs, 31 assistants; Zealous, flag-ship F'a- 
cific squadron, 1 chief, 13 assistants. 

These “ guard-ships” are the headquarters of the of. 
ficers of vessels of the “ reserve,” whose duties are sim- 
ilar to those of our own officers at League Island, where 
we have stationed but 11 engineer officers, and at our 
navy-yards, at no one of which had we, on the 1st Jan- 
uary, more than a half-dozen engineers. 

In other words, while the English find it necessary 
to employ 150 engineer officers to care for 240 steamers 
out of commission, our Navy Department is endeavoring 
to meet the retrenchment idea by an effort to keep 150 
vessels in good preservation, with the assistance of less 
than 50 engineers ; and Messrs. Pike and “ Handspike ” 
yespese to let those steamers take care of themselves, 

to disable and endanger squadrons abroad, in order 
that the people’s money may be saved, and to induce 

neering talent to enter and remain in the service.

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 


THE correspondent of the New York Herald, with the 
British expedition against King Theodorus, gives an 
interesting account of the difficulties the troops encoun. 
tered in marching against Magdala, and also tells 
several anecdotes characteristic of this king’s method of 
governing his people. We make the following extracts 
from the letter of this correspondent, which is dated on 
the banks of the Bashila, ten miles from Magdala, Apri] 
4th. 


When we left Lot, fifteen days provisions were taken 
with us, which were supposed to be sufficient to take us 
into Magdala, reckoning a days march to be ten miles, 
and supposing that we captured Magdala the first day 
of our Aes gle the fortress, there would have been an 
ample supply for both horses and men ; but through the 
indisposition of the general-in-chief to hurry matters, 
the English army halted every two or three days and 
provisions soon ran short, which caused serious suffer. 
ing toall. We have now lived for the last week from 
hand to mouth, depending for native carriage and the 
produce of the country for our sustenance. Foraging 
parties have been sent through the country to purchase 
grain and flour and cattle, and the most they have been 
able to get proved but a scanty supply for one day. On 
the march the animals weakened by long fasting, fell 
down exhausted and literallymark each furlong of the 
route. Soldiers inured to the heat of India, campaign. 
ing in its jungles and marching up its numerous ghauts, 
fall down, limp and nerveless with the terrible task of 
climbing Abyssinian mountains on half rations. The fur. 
ther we go the more impracticable the task of releasing 
the captives appears. One of the most difficult ravines 
has been crossed by the advance brigade under General 
Snyder, thoug not without severe loss. The ravine 
through which the Jeddah river ran appeared abruptly 
under our feet while marching over as level a plain as 
that between the Missouri river and the Rocky Moun- 
tains. For a true idea of the terrible picture, fancy the 
Ilhnois prairie opening intoa gaping chasm of two wiles 
directly across an abyss of four thousand feet in depth, 
you will have then a just conception of the reality. It 
was the formidable task of making a road across this 
gorge that delayed Theodorus so long lately when 
marching from Debra Tabor to garrison Magdala and 
prepare to receive the English army. How he man 
aged to accomplish this gigantic task in the short space 
of four weeks is utterly out of the pale of my imagina- 
tion, nor can I concéive how he dragged four cannon 
weighing in the aggregate 60,000 pounds up a height of 
4,000 feet. 

On the top of the plain directly at the mouth of the 
pass leading into the Jeddah, his camp had been situated. 
‘The wicker tents, made just as the Pawnee Indians make 
theirs, still stood as when their owners occupied them, 
the remnants of the straw bundles on which the Abys- 
sinian army fed their animals were scattered near each 
rough wigwam, the ashes of their fires still remained to 
show us where the African soldier cooked his humble 
meal, and a large circular place cleared of rocks and 
rubbish marked the site of the imperial tent. From the 
appearance and size of the camping place, which 
stretched over an area of twenty square miles, we judged 
that the royal army must have numbered over 10,000 
men. It is quite an interesting sight and imagination 
was busy conjuring up hosts of scenes and incidents in 
connection with the Abyssinian camp. We might have 
been able to point out the place where deserters were 
executed by crucifixion, or where the thief was pegged 
to the ground, or where the murderer suffered the ex- 
treme penalty by decapitation. Frequent mounds of 
stones testified that death had taken place in the camp 
and the oblong slabs of stone with the Ambaric hiero- 
glyphics recorded the manner of their death. 


Truth compels your correspondent to state that he is 
truly sorry for Theodorus. What I have seen of his 
handiwork and what I have heard of him from a captain 
or commander of his army stamps him as a genius. 
Two solid perpendicular walls of rock, raging from one 
to seventy-five feet in height, flanked a percipitous road 
thirty feet wide, the commencement of the long descent’ 
down the bed of the Jeddah. This road had been 
blasted by the engineers of Theodorus’s army, through 
solid shell rock, which formed the summit of Wadela 
plateau. The road, still of the same width, coutinued to 
wind along in a zigzag manner for the distance of three 
miles, until we arrived at the dry bed of the Jeddah, 
which was 400 yardsin width ; itthen wound up along tle 
spine of asloping hill, whose summit formed a kind of ter 
race half way to the summit of the plain of Talanta. From 
this terrace, which was about half a mile wide, the road, 
bordered on each side by the rocks scraped from it, ascend- 
ed very abruptly nearly at an incline of one to every two 
feet, forming sharp angles, until it reached the top of 
the plain. On the sonthern side of the Jeddah, from its 
bed to the very summit of Talanta, was five miles. Had 
not Theodorus prepared the way for the English army 
by this magnificent piece of engineering it must have 
been delayed here for three or four weeks, until a path 
could have been made. Asit was, fourteen hours were 0c 
cupied in crossing from side to side by one brigade num- 
bering 3,000 men. 

Even Theodorus did not cross the Jeddah ravine witb- 
out some loss, for the skeletons of 125 donkeys were 
found on this remarkable road, and our Abyssinian 
guides, some of whom were present, say that the Negus 
used to ride a swift white mule backward and forward, 
sometimes lending a hand to haul up his cannon, and 
then belaboring with might and main, laggards who 
shirked duty. Here is a subject on which artists 
may expend their genius, painting Theodorus on his 
mule, surrounded by thousands of his soldiers, construct- 
ing the road across the Jeddah ravine. Napoleon cross- 
ing.the Alps hag been a favorite subject for an ambitious 
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— but methinks, this work of Theodorus would 
a more sublime one, after having witnessed the diffi- 
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culties by which he was surrounded. An English army 
in his rear, Menelek, King of Shonn, in his front, Way- 
shun Gobazye hovering on his left flank, with Wodo 
Gallas and Auzbo Gallas on his right. 

Captain Speedy, the interpreter for the English army, 
who held a position in Theodorus’s army as “ Barba 
Fellaka,” or the speedy commander, gives many inte- 
resting traits of Theodorus, among which he relates that 
Theodorus, who detests thieves more than any other 
kind of criminals, had a case brought before him, when 
fighting the Gallas, of a soldier who went to a woman’s 
house and drank half gallon of milk, for which he had 
not paid. Theodorus had previously given strict orders 
that nothing should be taken without an equivalent in 
money left in its place. The woman came complaining 
to Theodorus that one of his soldiers had stolen milk 
from her. The King asked her if she knew the thief, 
upon which she pointed out one who occupied a favorite 

ition near to his own person. The thief was sternly 
told to come near him, and was then questioned as to 
whether he was guilty of the offence, which he stoutly 
denied, asserting his innocence by all the saints and the 
King’s anointed head. Then the King asked the woman | 
if she had told the truth, upon which she again repeated 
the accusation, calling’the heavens to witness her story. 
The culprit was then told to take his robe and cloaks 
off, whereupon the King turned to the woman and said : 
“Hear, oh, woman, thou hast charged a soldier with 
stealing. Iam going to satisfy myself if what thou hast 
said was the truth. Ifso, the price of the milk shall be 
paid thee ; if not, thy head shall fall and all thy property 
confiscated to support the soldier’s relations.” Having 
said which he drew his sword and cut the man’s stomach 
open, and the milk spirted out, which proved that he 
was guilty. The woman was dismissed with two salts, 
the price of the milk, and the dead man was thrown out 
of camp to be devoured by the wild beasts. 

Theodorus was at Magdala when Barba Fellaka was 
first introduced to him 1863. That same night a grand 
feast was given to all his principal officers; and after a 
feast it is customary for every one to recite the warlike 
exploits which he has performed. One of his captains, 
who had only been lately appointed, attracted attention 
from the dress which he had assumed. He had been 
formerly notorious for loose flowing trousers and a long 
robe, but for the feast he had donned a tight pair of 
trousers and had worn around his loins a very lengthy 
girdle. Theodorus was reclining on a divan, with a 
robe thrown loosely over his right shoulder, smoking a 
native narghileh, his bold black eyes wandering quickly 
around the room and scanning each countenance, when, 
fixing his eyes on the new captain, who was about to 
relate the various skirmishes in which he had partici- 
pated, Theodorus gave orders to his guards to seize 
and disarm him, which was instantly done. Taking the 
gun with which the captain was about to illustrate how 
he had shot this one and killed another, Theodorus, 
pointing the gun at him, said, “ Wearer of loose trou- 
sers and flowing robes, wherefore hast thou been girdled 
so tightly? Men about to commit desperate acts gird 
their loins tightly for the enterprise. I am going to fire 
this gun at your head.” “Shoot,” said the man, folding 
his arms composedly, “ but first listen to me, Kussai. 
For many months have I waited an opportunity to kill 
thee, and I was about to avenge the death ot my father, 
whom you slew at Debra Tabor. Shoot.” “ No,” said 
Theodorus, “ thou art a brave man; go, but never come 
hear my presence again.” Before leaving the room the 
disgraced officer turned to the King and said, “Oh, 
Kussai, hadst thou not slain my father I could have 
served thee forever.” 


THE BRITISH NAVY. 

THE following report taken from an English paper 
gives the estimates for the British Navy for the past and 
the coming twelve months, and also the programme of 
the work which it is expected to do during the next | 
year: 


In the House of Commons, May 11, Mr. Corry ex- 
plained the navy estimates. Their amount he stated at 
£11,177,290, as against £10,976,253 last year, giving an 
apparent increase of £201,937: but taking into account | 
transfers of various items to and from other departments, | 
the real increase, he showed, over last year was only | 
£9,840, and the naval policy of the year, he added, } 
would be to concentrate on the increase of our armor. | 
clad fleet as much force as was compatible with main- | 
taining the efficiency of other departments. Passing to 
details, he dwelt for some time on the first vote—the | 
number of men, and, pointing out that its amount must 
depend mainly on the strength of our foreign relations, | 
he discussed at considerable length the suggestions | 
made last year by Mr. Childers on this particular. Among | 
other causes for maintaining these squadrons he pointed 
out that if we withdrew them or over-reduced them, in 
the event of a war we should lose the command of the 
sea on distant stations, and our commerce would be de- | 
stroyed ; that the foreign squadrons were the schools of | 
our sailors, and that in most cases their strength was | 
governed by considerations of policy, the Foreign Office 
being in reality more responsible than the Admiralty. 
He mentioned, too, that while the cost of the French 
navy was 6.35 per cent. of the value of trade of France, 
the cost of the British navy was only 2.73 of the value 
of our trade. But, after making careful inquiries from 
the commanding officers who had recently returned 
home from foreign stations, the Admiralty had made 
some reduction in those squadrons. which he explained 
in detail, amounting in all to 15 ships and 2,758 men. 
Looking, therefore, to all considerations—to the state of

But notwithstanding this reduc- 
tion there was an increase in the two votes for wages 
and victuals, owing to various causes, such as increase 
of allowances, rise in prices, transfers of accounts, and 
the like—in the first case of £85,682, and in the second 
of £94,258. Proeeeding to the great votes—No. 6 
(Dockyards), and No. 10 (Naval Stores)—Mr. Corry 
stated that while on the first there was a decrease of £151.,- 
861, on there was an increase of £269,332, of which 
£231,941 was for the purchase of contract-built vessels, 
showing asa balance of the two votes an increase of 
£117,527. After explaining in great detail the ship- 
building programme of last year—which he showed had 
been pretty closely carried out, particularly in the dock- 
yards, both as to the number of tons ordered and the 
expenditure sanctioned, Mr. Corry next stated the pro- 
gramme for the coming year. Besides the work already 
begun, but not completed—amounting to 1,116,894 tons 
—it includes eight new ships, viz: two unarmored cor- 
vettes (to cost this year £42,206 and six armor-clad ves- 
sels—three to be built in the dockyards and three in 
private yards. In the dockyards are to be built the 
Sultan, a first-class iron-clad, the Jron Duke, a second- 
class, and the 7riwmph, of the Audacious class ; and in 
private yards a sister ship to the 7riumph, a single-tur- 
retted monitor of 2,700 tons, and a ram of 2,187. tons. 
Of allthese Mr. Corry gave full particulars, and the 
general result of the programme of the year is that 
7,478 tons of armored ships will be built in the year, 
and 6,931 unarmed—in all, 14,409 tons and that in round 
numbers £2,000,000 will be spent in the dockyards and 
on private contract work. By this means at the end of 
the autumn we shall have a reserve squadron of seven 
iron-clads, most of which will be employed as guard- 
ships at different ports. Having gone through an elabo- 
rate comparison of the expenditnre in former years on 
the building of ironclads, and holding out hopes of being 
able to effect sensible reductions in the dockyards, Mr. 
Corry concluded with some general remarks on the 
condition of the navy, of a very satisfactory character. 
The proportion of good-service badges has risen, deser- 
tions have decreased, the number of seamen, gunners, 
and trained men has increased, the men make @ much 
more general use of the navy savings banks, and the 
sanitary condition of the navy is excellent. ,

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FOREIGN NAVAL AND MILITARY ITEMS. 


Mr. Henry Corry, in the course of an able s,eech in 
Parliament, upon the introduction of the estimates fcr 
the British Navy, gave the following as the present 
actual strength of the, ironclad fleet: He said: we 
have, including the ships proposed to be built under these 
Estimates, 33 armored ships of the first and second class. 
Of that number 16 are in commission, 8 fitting for re- 
serve, and 9 building or ordered. Of smaller armored 
ships intended for coast defences there are in commis- 
sion, 5; fitting for reserve, 4; and ordered,2. Thus the 
grand total of our armor-clad vessels of war, including 
those bai ding and ordered, is 44. The naval estimates 
for the year are £11,177,290. The number of men in- 
cluding marines, is 67,120 this year, against 69,762 last 
year, and there has been a reduction of fifteen ships and 
and 2,768 men in the squadrons on foreign service, while 
generally there have been reduced 1,333 seamen proper 
and 1,500 marines. 

ACCORDING to the Moniteur del Armee, platoon firing 
with the Chassepot gives prodigious results. At 200 
metres (220 yards) 70 per cent. of the bullets hit the tar- 
get; and at 300 metres (330 yards) the proportion is 
62 9-10 per cent. This is very good practice indeed, but 
it gives no clue to the real practice in action. 

MarsHaL Niel, in an official report, declares the 
Chassepot rifle to be the best firearm known. He also 
states that these guns are now being manufactured in 
the Government Arsenal at the rate of 1,600 a day, and 
that all the infantry of the French army are now sup- 
plied with this rifle. 


Tue British Medical Journal informs us that the 
Serapis has started for the purpose of conveying the 
sick and wounded of the Abyssinian expedition to Eng- 
land. Particulars of the casualties of the force before 
Magdala have not’ yet arrived. The cases of disease 
treated at the field-hospitals have been intermittent 
fever, dysentery, diarrhoea, and hepatic affections. An 
aguish cause has seemed to be intimately connected 
with all the disorders; and the above affections were 
frequently the varied expressions of one and the same 
cause. The amount of disease was very small ; and, if 
the troops get out of the country before the rainy sea- 
son, as it is expected will be thescuss, we may expect 
the Abyssinian campaign to have been an unprecedented 
success. 


THE Pioneer complains of the increase of desertions 
in the British Army in India, the number having been 
doubled in the course of five years, and being steadly on 
the increase. The facility offered by railways explains 
the successful escape of so many deserters, but the 
Pioneer asks, what is the cause of the desertions? 
Whether it be that military service in the ranks is so 
intolerable, or the life of a loafer so fascinating ? Deser- 
tions, thinks the Friend of India, will become less fre- 
quent in the course of a few years, when the Army shall 
have been recruited from a better and more intelligent 
class of men, who are fast hastening to take advantage 
of the enhanced rates of pay that have lately come into 
operation. 


Tue strength of aluminium bronze approaches the 
average strength of cast steel, a statement which would 
sound improbable if not corroborated by experiments 
made by Mr. Anderson, Royal Gun Factory, Messrs. 
Simms, London, and Mr. Morin, Nanterre, where it was 
found that the tensile strength of this metal is of 5328 
kilogrammes to the square centimetre. At the same 
time a very important point was determined—the trans- 
verse strength, or resistance to;being bent. This was 
found to be for brass 2.22, gun metal 0.15, aluminium 
bronze 0.05. That is to say, three equal bars of these 
different metals were fastened at one end so as to be 
perfectly horizontal, a certain equal weight was placed 
at the free end of each bar, and the result measured by 
an instrument for that purpose. Brass bent at 2.22 
degrees of the instrument, the other metals as indicated 
above, thus showing the resistance of aluminium bronze 
to be forty-four times greater than brass, 

THE construction of a new steam yacht for the Em- 
peror has been ordered at Havre in a private building 
yard. 1t is to be called the Hirondelle, and will be built 
for great speed on an entirely new plan. It will proba 
bly be launched early in October.

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THE DISARMAMENT OF EUROPE. 


HE Cable announces that Prussia has at last led 
off in the great scheme of European disarma- 
ment, orders having been issued for a reduction in 
the landwehr. It is hard to say how much stress 
is to be given to this dispatch, because, in tele- 
graph fashion, the two cabalistic words ‘ reduc- 
tion—landwehr,” which may really have passed 
through the wire, can be easily distended to half a 
column of Addisonian English, with fancy filling 
up the gaps. 

This much, perhaps, we can admit, that Prussia 

has begun to disarm a small part of her troops. 
Whether Napo.eon will follow with the demobi- 
lization of a part of the National Guard is an en- 
tirely different matter. 
The news, however, is grateful. Standing ar- 
mies are necessary to the security of a state; but 
“ there is a point beyond which” etc., and most 
European nations long ago reached it. The enor- 
mous establishments of modern times are terrible 
burdens to national treasuries. France ‘and Prus- 
sia have been draining their resources and the cof- 
fers of all their neighbors, who are forced to 
guard against their menacing demonstrations. A 
French statistician, according to an Englis! w- 
nal, shows that the military establishments .. Eu- 
rope cost annually no less than £119,392,665. Add 
the interest on the capital expended in war 
preparations, which is £30,440,000, and the estima- 
ted value of the labor diverted from other chan- 
nels, which is £132,174,892, and we get a total of 
nearly £282,000,000. On the other hand, the same 
authority asserts that if the armies were, by mu- 
tual agreement, reduced to half their present size, 
and the discharged troops set to work in industrial 
pursuits, the debt of every country in Europe 
would be wiped out within half a century. 


Again, take Mr. Turers’s speech of the i3th of 
May against free trade, in the Corps Legislatif, 
which bristles with figures. It is a curious argu- 
ment of the effect of a great standing army upon 
commerce: ‘ 

Ihave never sought to weaken the sentiment of military dutyi 
my country, but when you ask of men nine years of their lives, 
have they not a right to say, “If you place us in a situation of infe- 
riority, recompense us ; if France, to sustain her grandeur, is com- 
pelled to make a great effort; if she is obliged to give not only her 
blood, but that which is still more precious, the time of her children, 
she must learn to bear the consequences, and to recompense them 
by tariffs which will compensate them for the inferiority in which 
she places them in regard to foreign competition.” 

And he adds that six years of conscription and 
ten milliards of taxes “‘ oppress our workmen, and 
when the latter demand large wages, they only 
do so as restitution for the burdens and taxes 
which are exacted from them.” 

Trade stops in its channels when war is threat- 
ened. Inacountry oppressed by a great force, 
which is collected probably for use, bankers and 
merchants take care that in case there should be 
war, they would suffer no injury from extended 
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rumor of war creates a panic on the Bourse; anj 
when quieting assurances come from government, 
the answer is returned, “‘ what are all these troops 
for?” 

Hitherto, however, the difficulty of disarmament 
has been that no one ventured to begin. Neyer 
was such courtesy—“ after you, sir,” has been the 
word. No nation would consent to take the pas 
of its neighbor. The French at Fontenoy, in the 
apocryphal story of “‘ Gentlemen of the Guards, 
fire first!” were not so punctilious. If Prussia 
has set the example of disarmament, she deserves 
the thanks of all Europe. She deserves them the 
more because her treasury is in better condition 
than that of France, and -he could continue the 
game of bluff without the strong popular disap- 
probation which exists in France. 


THE LOST CAUSE IN COURT. 

Ir is the work of a great mind to “ turn even de- 
feat to account;” and, though many good peo- 
ple were beggared by the rapacious demands of 
the late Confederacy, and its final collapse, many 
others managed to make snug little fortunes out 
of it. It is generally supposed that the bond-bro- 
kers and cotton agents of the Confederacy in Eu- 
rope did not ruin themselves in the ruin of their 
cause. And it is certain that an enormous amount 
of remunerative Confederate war literature has 
been turned out within a few years. POLLARD has 
accumulated greenbacks under the Yankee des- 
potism by his so-called “‘ history;” the authors of 
the lives of Jackson and other Confederate gen- 
erals have done very well. There seemed to be no 
reason why Mr. Epwirx De Leon, who was a 
“‘ confidential Confederate diplomatic agent 
abroad,” should not make money by disclosing in- 
teresting State secrets. He agreed to write a series 
of articles for Mites O’ReEtxy’s paper, the Citizen, 
entitled ‘‘ The Secret History of the Confederate 
Diplomacy Abroad ”—the word “abroad” being 
used, as is customary with Mr. TucKeRMAN and 
other elegant American writers, as synonymous 
with “Europe.” Being forced to bring a suit to 
recover his wages for these articles, he introduced 
two interesting dispatches from the Department of 
State, Richmond, to him at Paris. It is of these 
we wish now to speak, their genuineness being un- 
disputed. 

The first of these dispatches, dated January 16, 
1863, gives some clue to the way in which “ public 
sentiment” was manufactured in Europe through 
the means of a free, independent, and unpurchasa- 
ble press. “The department,’ writes Mr. JupaH 
BenJsamin, “expects the continuance of every ef 
fort on your part to act on public opinion by dis- 
seminating as widely as possible the truth in rela- 
tion to this contest. The perversions of the North- 
ern press render this an onerous labor, but thus 
far it has been performed with a diligence and 
ability which I am happy to recognize.” 

And how were these “efforts to act on public 
opinion” to be “ continued” with the diligence 
and ability previously employed? The following 
extract from the dispatch, which goes on immedi- 
ately after the words already quoted, will tell us: 

You will receive herewith £1,000 for the further expenditure in 
the same direction. The department expects an account of the dis- 
bursement of the secret service money, with vouchers, in all cases 
where receipts can be had, and with certificates on honor of such 
payments as do not permit the taking of receipts. These accounts 
and vouchers are kept confidential, do not leave the department, 
and do not pass through the treasury books. ‘They are for the satis- 
faction of the President, who, not being called on to account for the 
expenditure, is, for that very reason, the more scrupulous in rels- 
tion to it. 

I have the honor to be your obedient servant, 

J. P. Bensamin, Secretary of State. 

With such resources, for this appears to have 
been one of many supplies of secret-sérvice money 
forthe manufacture of “public opinion” in Eu- 
rope, no wonder that the Confederate cause pros 
pered there so famously on paper. The great mas- 
ters of modern business success have, however, 
given us this rule—first, have a good thing to sell, 
next, advertise it. The Confederates advertised 
with a profusion worthy of Bonner; but they did 
not have the “good thing to sell.” The European 
press was manipulated, and public opinion toned

‘‘ Coniederate States of America, Department of 
State, Richmond, 17th August, 1863,” signed by 
J. P. BENJAMIN, and directed, like the other, to 
‘«¢ Epwin De Leon, Esq., Agent, etc., etc., Paris,” 
treats of a different point, but one of much inter- 
est. It says: 

Recent developments have evinced beyond the possibility of mis- 
take, that France is ready and desirous of recognizing us, and that 
Great Britain remains the sole obstacle in the face of the world to 
the restoration of peace on this continent, for none can be blind to 
the futility of the pretext that recognition would exasperate the 
North. The cabinet of St. James cannot be ignorant of what is 
patent to mankind at large, that our simple recognition by the Eu- 
ropean Powers would put an end to the war, and cannot therefore 
escape from the legitimate deduction that they desire the continu- 
ance of hostilities in the interest otf Great Britain. Long ere this 
reaches you, however, it is probable that Mr. Mason will have with- 
drawn from,London, and a marked distinction will thus have been 
established between our relations with Great Britain and those 
with France. What the effect will be cannot be foretold, but the 
self-respect of this Government required the step, whatever be its 
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conse quences. 

This dispatch seems to confirm the claim often 
made by England, that it was that country which 
really prevented France from recognizing the 
South. Our own opinion regarding the injury 
committed by England in recognizing the pretend- 
ed Confederacy, composed of States whose land 
was our land, and whose people were individually 
our subjects, has already been given. But it is 
fair to state that the Tuileries were far more ready 
to accompany that recognition with material suc- 
cor than the cabinet of St. James. Of course this 
was due less to any natural enmity of NAPOLEON 
to the Union than to his own selfish plans in Mex- 
ico. Still, itis fair to have the distinction between 
the official conduct of England and of France 
drawn, that it may go down to history aright. 
The French people, however, we do not believe to 
have been largely in favor of the Southern seces- 
sion. 

We rather like these revelations of the Confed- 
erate agents, and hope they will continue, for gen- 
eral edification. 


Ir is stated that the Oxford crew have refused 
to row a race with a crew from Harvard University 
next year, on the ground that the members of the 
crew change each year. It is a little singular that 
it is such a difficult matter to get up a race between 
these crews, especially as the English crew has the 
prestige of eight successive vietories over Cam- 
bridge, and is also superior to the Harvard crew 
in the average weight of its men. Should they 
come together, we think our American boys would 
have a pretty severe struggle before them; but we 
feel confident that they would acquit themselves 
creditably, even if they were not victorious. If 
Oxford has actually refused to row such a race for 
next year on the grounds stated we will be forced 
to believe that they do not care to make the match. 

Now that it is certain that there will be no race 
between Harvard and Oxford this year, we sug- 
gest that a challenge be sent to the midshipmen at 
Annapolis. The ‘‘middies” cannot well be the 
challengers, as it would be difficult for them to 
leave the Academy for a sufficient length of time, 
should Worcester be named as the place for the 
race. Such a match as we propose would excite 
considerable attention, and it would be no incon- 
siderable victory for Harvard to beat the best crew 
of the Naval Academy in its own waters. 








WE desire to inform such of our readers as have 
written asking why the provisions of Senator Wi1- 
son’s bill for the gradual reduction of the Army 
are not enforced, that it has only passed the Sen- 
ate, and will not become a law until it has passed 
the House of Representatives and been signed by 
the President. The provisions of the bill are, first, 
that the appointment of second lieutenants, ex- 
cept graduates of the Military Academy, be sus- 
pended until otherwise ordered; second, that the 
grade of regimental commissary in cavalry regi- 
ments be abolished, and that the officers now hold- 
ing these appointments be assigned to companies; 
third, that the regimental grades of commissary- 
sergeant, hospital steward, and veterinary sur- 
geon be abolished, and that the number of corpo- 
rals ineach company of cavalry, artillery, and infan- 
try be reduced to four, said non-commissioned offi- 
cers having the privilege of an honorable discharge, 
if they so elect, otherwise to be assigned to duty 
in other grades by the Secretary of War; fourth, 
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that fourteen of the Army bands be discharged 
with full pay and allowances, the band at the Mili- 
tary Academy being retained; fifth, that the act 
shall not be construed as discharging any commis- 
sioned officer, and that officers on leave, or on the 
retired list, shall not be considered as changing 
station when obeying an order for duty; sixth, 
that no bounty shall be paid to a deserter from the 
Army or Navy in any case whatever, unless the 
Secretary of War or of the Navy, as the case may 
be, shall previously order the charge of desertion 
to be cancelled solely on the ground that it had 
been erroneously made. 

As the above-mentioned bill is the only one now 
under consideration in Congress, it will be seen 
that no discharge of any of the officers now in the 
service is contemplated; that the reduction con- 
templated will not be a very rapid or extensive 
one. The first provision of the bill is likely to ex- 
cite considerable opposition in the House, as it is 
a blow at all promotions from the ranks, for the 
present, at least; and there is, therefore, but little 
probability that the first section will be agreed to. 
The indications now are that no considerable re- 
duction of the Army will be determined upon at 
the present session of Congress. 





WE are requested to state that in employing coun- 
sel to prosecute the claim for prize money for the 
destruction of ‘the Rebel naval forces at New Or- 
leans, Admiral Farracut had no intention what- 
ever of ignoring the claims of the mortar flotilla, 
as he has always insisted, and still insists, that it 
formed a component part of his own fleet. The 
admiral, therefore, considers that those in the ves- 
sels of the flotilla are as much entitled to share 
in any awards or distributions as those belonging 
to that portion of the squadron which passed the 
forts and continued up the river. 

Admiral Farracut has frequently expressed his 
regret that his action in this matter should be so 
greatly misunderstood, particularly when it has 
been governed solely by a desire to benefit all 
those serving in that campaign. 


On the Wampanoag’s last run from Fort Monroe 
to New York, a board of three commanders was 
ordered to accompany the ship, and to report on 
her qualities anc performance. We do not doubt 
that the Navy is anxious to see this report; but 
inquiries for it have hitherto proved fruitless. On 
the other hand, the report made after the run

CONGRESS. 

THE Army appropriation bill has passed the Senate 
with several important amendments. The appropriation 
of $5,000 for the Signal Service is stricken out. For 
Section 2 is substituted the following: “ That from the 
sums appropriated for each of the several items cun- 
tained in this act, there shall be deducted the unex- 
pended balance for such item which may remain in the 
Treasury on the 30th of June, 1868.” A section is 
added providing that of the $60,000 appropriated in 
1856, for publishing the medical and surgical history of 
the Rebellion, and the medical statistics of the Provost- 
Marshal-General’s office, $30,000 be devoted to the publi- 
cation of 50,000 copies of the medical statistics of the 
Provost-Marshal-General’s Bureau, to be compiled by 
the Assistant Medical Purveyor, J. H. Baxter, under the 
sole direction of the Secretary of War. 

The joint resolution donating three bronze cannon, 
captured by the Sixth Army Corps in battle, for the 
erection of a monument to the memory of Major-Gen- 
eral John Sedgwick, by the Sixth Army Corps, passed 
both Houses. 

Mr. Anthony calledgup the resolution to provide for 
the publication of the medical and surgical history of 
the Rebellion, prepared under the direction of the Sur- 
geon-General. He stated that the work will be a very 


expensive one, costing from $150,000 to $200,000, and | 


requiring two or three years for its completion. This 
resolution was temporarily laid aside. 

The joint resolution for the relief of John M. Palmer, 
which proposes to give him an extra price on a contract 
for 40,000 coffins, furnished during the war to the Army 
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Mr. Conkling, and defended by Mr. Willey, and passed. 
4. resolution was adopted calling on the Secretary of 
State for copies of all correspondence and negotiations 
between the United States and the British Government 


in relation to the Alabama claims. 
Mr. Conkling presented a petition of numerous under- 


writers and merchants of the City of New York, praying 
that no means be adopted to lessen the efficiency of the 
Coast Survey, which was referred to the Committee on 
Commerce. Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, a petition from 
Generals Heintzelman, Wright, and others, for in- 
creased pay to officers on the retired list. Mr. Stewart 
introduced a bill to facilitate the settlement of certain 
prize cases in the Southern District of Florida, which 
was referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs, 

In the House Mr. Banks offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, requesting the President to inform the 
House what measures have been taken to obtain in- 
demnities from the Spanish Government for spoliations 
on the commerce of American citizens during the late 
war with South American Republics, and to transmit 
any correspondence that has taken place on the subject 
between the United States and the Spanish Govern- 


ment. 
The same gentleman offered a resolution that the 


President be authorized to hold possession and control 
of the steam ram Stonewall, according to the laws and 
regulations of the naval service, until a time when, in 
the opinion of the President, she can be restored to the 
Japanese Government without danger to the interests 
of the United States. Mr. Banks explained that this 
Government sold the Stonewall to the Japanese Govern- 
ment. It was duly delivered, and was taken to Japan 
under the command of an American officer. But a re- 
bellion having broken out in that country, both parties 
claim possession of the vessel. The American residents 
in Japan believe if the vessel be delivered up there, it 
would be to the disadvantage of our interests. The 
belligerents on both sides are willing that the American 
commander shal] obtain possession until the difficulties 
are settled. The State Department had given orders to 
this effect, but the proposition before the House was to 
give force and effect toit. The resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, to report at any time. 

Mr. Chandler offered a resolution directing the Presi- 
dent to inform the House why a competent naval force 
was not cruising in the neighborhood of Port-au-Prince 
to protect the flag and citizens of the United States 
from insult and outrage on the part of the Government 
of Haytiin the last revolution there reported by tele- 
graph. Also, tendering the thanks of the House to the 
British Admiral Phillemon for his conduct in rendering 
such protection. The resolution calling for information 
was agreed to, and the resolution of thanks to Admiral 
Phillemon was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs according to custom. 

Mr. Sitgreaves offered a resolution, which went over, 
in relation to military arrests. It instructed the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary to inquire into the expediency 
of reporting a joint resolution authorizing the appoinif 
ment of a Commission or Court of Inquiry into the 
causes of arrests of citizens in every case where they 
shall demand inquiry, either by oath or affirmation of 
the petitioners. 

Mr. Ferry offered the following resolution, which was 
agreed to unanimously : 


Whereas, The 30th day of May instant is designated 
for purpose of strewing flowers on the graves of those 
who died in defence of their country during the late re- 
bellion ; and ' 

Whereas, Public and private duties forbid many citi- 
zens of the nation from personal participation, and cir- 
cumstances render it impracticable for many to visit with 
their offerings the graves of their heroic dead who rest 
in national burying places distant from home and kin- 
dred consecration ; 

Therefore, In behalf of this body and the people rep- 
resented, who unavoidably are deprived of the sacred 
memorial of personally responding to this patriotic 
homage, be it 

Resolved, That General N. Michler, Superintendent 
of Public Grounds, be and he is hereby instructed to 
purchase an ‘:ansmit, so far as is practicable, to each 
of the Natio..al Union Soldiers’ Cemeteries, selections 
of flowers from all the public gardens, to be inter- 
mingled with like touchingly beautiful offerings of other 
citizens who, upon that hallowed occasion, gather to 
cast floral tributes of grateful devotion to the memory 
of fallen braves, who, in defence of universal liberty, 
cheerfully and nobly died, that the Republic might live,

defence,’’ passed April 23, 1862, designated as the Military Code 

of the State of New York. Passed May 6, 1868. 

The Peop e of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as fullows : 

Secrion 1. Section ninety-one of chapter four hundred and sev- 
enty-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-two, designated 
as the Military Code of the State of New York, is hereby amended 
80 a8 to read us fo'lows: 

$ 91. The commander-in-chief is hereby authorized, so often as he 
may deem that the guod of the service requires, to appoint a militar 
board or commission of not less than three nor more than five offi- 
cers, to sit at such place as he shall direct, whose duty it shall be to 
examine intu the physical ability, moral c:aracter, capacity, attain- 
ments, general fitness for the service, and efficiency of such com- 
miasionea officers, as the commander-in-chief may order to be 
examined by said board, or who may be reported for examination 
to the adjutant-general by commanding officers of their regiments, 
or g | ofticers ding their brigades or divisions, and upon 
such — may be ordered to be examined by the commander-in- 
chief. If the decision of said board be unfavorable to any officer 
thus ordered before it, and be approve by the commander-in chiet, 
the commission of such officer shall be vacated; provided always, 
that the members of said board shall, betore entering upon the 
duties of their position, be sworn to an honest and impartial per- 
formance of such duties, such oath to be taken by the ranking 
oflicer of said board, according to provisions of sectiou seventy-five 
of this act, and such officer shail then administer the oath to each of 
the other members of said board; and provided, further, that n., 
otlicer shall sit on such board or commission whose rank or promo- 
tion would in any way be affected by its proceedings ; and two mem- 
bers at least, shall be of equal rank with the officer to be examined ; 
and that no officer shall ve examined on irrelevant subjects, or in 
reference to military matters relating to a grade higher than that for 
which he is commissioned. The officers constituting such board 
suai receive the same pay anu allowances for travelling expenses as 
members of courts-wartial. 

§ 2. Subdivision two of section one; sections four, five, eight, 
nine, ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and eighteen, of 
chapter tour hundred and seventy-seven, of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-two, designated as the Military Code of the State 
of New York, are hereby suspended until such time as they may 
be revived aud reinforced by proclamation duly made, and gencral 
orders issued by the Governor. 

§%. The assessors chosen in each city, village, town or ward, 
sbail annually, and at the same time they are engaged in taking the 
assessment or Valuation of real and personal property in their re- 
spective Lowus or wards, inc.ude in their assessment roll, the names 
ot all personsin their re«pective assessment districts, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years, liable to military duty under 
the laws uf the United States aud the State of New York; they 
shall prepare an additional column in said roll which shall be headed 
“ Military Koil,” and in such column, opposite the name of every 
reson pot exempt from military duty, shall insert one dollar. 
All of the provisions of this act in reference to the duty of assessors, 
shall apply with equal force to the Board of Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessraents, under the direction of the Board of Supervisors 
for the City and County of New York, who shall be governed by 
and comply with each and every requirement of this law. 

§ 4. Ou the day the assessors meet to review their assessment of 
real and personal property, they shall also determine who are ex- 
empt from military duty, aud opposite the name of such persons 
shail insert “exempt,” and to secure such esemption, any person 
who claims he is exempt from the performance of military duty by 
apy law ot this State or of the United states, shall, on or before such 
day and not thereafter, deliver to either of said assessors an attidavit 
sta:ing such facts on which he claims to be exempt; such affidavit 
may be made before any person authorized to admiuister oaths ; or 
betore the assessors, or one of them, either of whom is hereby au- 
thorized to administer an oath for that purpose; and the assessors 
shall cause all such affidavits to be filed in the office of the city or 
town clerk; and if any person shali swear falsely in such aftidavit, 
he shail be guilty of perjury. 

§ 5. The said assessors shall then deliver said roll, so embodied in 
the assessment roll of the town or ward, to the supervisor ot the 
town or ward, except in ihe City of New York, where it shall be 
delivered to the clerk of the Board of Supervisors; and said super- 
visor or clerk shall deliver the same to the Board of Supervisors at 
their next annual meeting, and it shall be called the “ military roll” 
of said town or ward. And theclerk of such Board of Supervisors 
shail on or before the first day of January next ensuing, inform the 
adjutant-general of the number of persons enrolled in each county ; 
and the assessors and supervisors, in the execution of their duties, 
as prescribed in this act shail be governed by the instructions which 
shail, from time to time, be trausmitted to them by the adjutant- 

eneral. 

° § 6. The said sum of one dollar against every person who shall ap- 
pear by the said assessment roll liable to pay the same, shall 
collected at the same time and in the same manner as taxes are col- 
lected in each county ; and the warrants annexed oy the supervisors 
to tue assessment roils of the several towns and wards, shail direct 
the collectors to collect the amount from every person appearing by 
the said assessment roil liable to pay the same, in the sane mauner 
as taxes are collected, and pay the same to the county treasurer. 
And when the name of any person between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-one years shall appear on the said roll liable to pay the said 
commutation, the said warrant shall direct the collector to collect 
the same of the father, master, or guardian, with whom such person 
shall reside, or out of any property such minor may have in the 
city, village, town or ward, and such collector shall proceed and ex- 
ecute such warrant; and no property now exempt from execution 
sball be exempt from the payment of such commutation tax. 

§ 7. If any person shall neglect or refuse to pay the commutation 
assessment of one dollar as herein prescribed, and the collector of 
the town or ward to whom the warrant for the collection thereof 
shall be given, shall be unable to collect the same, it shall be the 
duty of suc: collector to return the names of all such persons to 
the treasurer of the county, who shall make a list of suck delin- 
quents and deliver the same tothe Board of Supervisors at their 
next annual meeting, and said board shall add such sum to the an- 
pual assessment of such delinquen’s for the next year, the same to 
be collected and paid to the county treasurer, as provided by the 
preceding section. 

§ 8. Ali moneys collected under the provisions of this act, shall 
be placed by the county treasurer, to the credit of the military fund 
ef the State; and the county treasurer of each county shall, on or 
before the fifteenth day of Aprilin each year, remit to the comp- 
troller of the State, all moneys received by him and in his hands, 
credited to the military fund of the State, and the comptroller shail 
have the same power to enforce the payment of such commutation 
tax, and its proceeds, as he now has by law, for the payment of 
State taxes, and the moneys 8o received by the comptroller, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for the 
support of the military establishment ot the State as pro- 
vided by law, and if there be any remainder it shall be paid into the 
general fund.

§ 11. Whenever the governor shall, by proclamation duly made 
and by general orders duly issued, revive and reinforce the sections 
suspended by section one of this act, then sections two, three, four, 
five, six, seven, eight and nine of this act shall be without force, and 
shall be null and void. 

§ 12. Section twenty-one of the military coda of the State of New 
York is hereby amended so as to read : The organized militia of the 
State shall be known as the “ National Guard of the State of New 
York,” and shall consist of such number of divisions, brigades, 
regiments, ———- and battalions, and such batteries, troops or 
squadrons as the commander-in-chief shall determine and desig- 
nate, provided that the aggregate organized force of the National 
Guard, in time of peace, to be fully armed, equipped, and 
uniformed, shall not exceed the number of thirty thousand 
non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates, and which 
shall be retained from the present organization; but the com- 
mander-in-chief shall have power in case of war or insurrection, or 
imminent danger thereof, to make further drafts of the militia, and 
to torm new regiments, battalions, batteries and troops, and to or- 
ganize the same as vhe exigencies of the service shall require. 

§ 13. Section six of chapter five hundred and two, of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, being a part of the military code of 
the State of New York, and section six, subdivision two of section 
two hundred and eighteen of addenda to the military code, pass ed 
April twenty-second, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, are here- 
by repealed. ; 

§ 14. The staff of the commander-in-chief (except the adjutant- 
general), in lieu of a and allowances pow provided by 
iaw in time of peace, when upon actual duty under the provisions 
of law, either at drills, parades, encampments, lake and sea-coast 
defence duty, or otherwise, shall receive such compensation as is 
provided by law for officers of the same .ank, with theirpecessary and 
roper expenses, and those of their depaitmenta, to be paid by the 
tate on the certificate of the commander.in-chief. The adjutant- 
general shail receive an annual salary of three thousand dollars, to 
be paid by the State on vouchers approved by the commander-in- 
chief. The staff of the commander-in-chief, in lieu of all 
compensation and allowances now provided by law in time of 
peace when upon actual duty under the provisions of this act, either 
at driils, parades, encampments, lake and sea-coast defence duty, 
or otherwise, shall receive such compensation as is provided in this 
act for officers of the same rank with their necessary and proper 
expenses, and those of their departments, to be paid by the State 
upon the certificate of the commander-in-chief. 

§ 15. This act shall take effect immediately. 











NATIONAL GUARD REDUCTION. 


Generat Heapquarrters, State or New York, ? 
ApsvuTant-GeNeRAL’s Orrice, ALBANY, May 28, 1868. § 
(Cireular.) 

The Legislature, at its last session, passed a law reducing the 
maximum number vf the National Guard to thirty thousand. This 
necessitates a reduction of the present organized force, twentyghou- 
sand, and the disbandment of many organizations. The reduction 
to be made will be in the country organizations mainly, with such 
in the cities as best can be spared from the service. From necessity 
the city organizations must be retained, as the opportunities they 
have tor easy aseembling, and the means they have for drills aud 
parades, make them the most reliable and the most available in case 
of their services being required. 

I have no doubt but that many officers will feel sorely aggrieved 
in being summarily deprived of their commands, especially when at 
great labor and a large expenditure of private means, they have 
labored energetically to pertect their organizations, and have sus- 
tained the same against all obstacles hurled in their way, and the 
sneers and taunts of those who take pride in degrading the office 
of the citizen soldier. And ihat in many cases in the disbandment 
ot organizations, 9 seeming injustice may be conceived, but this is 
all dispelled when the good of the service is regarded. It is cer- 
tainly unwise for the State to attempt the sustenance of a larger 
force than 1t can provide for in a manner such as the ‘nterests of the 
organization demand.

General Orders No. 11 

In accordance with the authority prescribed by Chapter 651, Laws 
of 1868, being an act to amend an act entitled “ An act to provide for 
the enrolment of the Militia, the organiz tion and discipline of the 
National Guard of the State of New York and forthe pubiic defence,” 
the following instructions are hereby furnished, and will govern the 
Assessors 1n carrying out the provisions of said act; 

Assessors will place upon the rolis,as subject to military duty, 
and therefore liable for the annual tax of one dollar: 

lst, Every able-bodied male citizen, between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-tive. 

2d, Every able-bodied male person of foreign birth, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who has declared, on oath, his 
intention to become a citizen ; that is, has taken out his first papers 
for naturalization. 

EXEMPTIONS. 

The following persons are, however, exempt from military duty, 
and, consequently not liable for the military tax : 

lst, All persons at the time in the military or naval service of the 
United States. 

2d, All ministers of the gospel. 

3d, All persons who have served as commissioned officers for 
seven years in the Militia of this State, or any other of the United 
States, and have been honorably discharged trom service. 

4th, All persons who have served for seven years as non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, or privates, in any uniformed company 
of the Militia of this State. 

5th, All officers and members now serving in the National Guard 
of this state. 

6th, The following officers of the United States: the Vice-Presi- 
dent, all Judicial and Executive officers, the members and officers 
of both houses of Congress, all Custom House officers, clerks and 
inspectors, and all i officers. 

7th, All stage drivers employed in the conveyance of the United 
States Mails, and all ferrymen employed at any ferry on a post 


route. 

8th, All Pilots and all mariners actually employed in sea service. 

9h, All idiots, lunatics, paupers, habitual drunkards, and persons 
convicted of infamous crimes. 

10th, Ali supernumerary officers of the National Guard, who exhibit 
a certificate of the adjutant-general, showing them entitled to the 
benefit prescribed for this class of officers. Officers not having cér- 
tificates, wil! not be exempted. 

N. B.—It will be specially noted that persons who have served in 
the military and naval forces of the United States, and firemen, 8'¢ 
not now exempt; the provisions of law granting such exemption, 
ave been recently suspended. (Section 2, of Chapter 651, Laws of 
1 


Whenever the assessor, of his own personal knowledge, 18 a& 
sured that any person is exempt, for the reasons as set forth in the 
ten classes above given, he will not assess such person for the mili- 
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set forth in any of the above classes, and the assessor has no per- 
sonal knowledge of the fact, he shall require an affidavit, in form as 
follows.

Such oath may be made before the assessor, or any person author- 
ized to administer oaths, and the person so swearing, shall not be 
assessed for the military tax. All such affidavits must be filed by 
the assessor, in the office of the Town or City clerk.

If any claim is made for eremption upon the ground that the 

erson is not able-bodied, the assessors shall grant euch exemption 
in cases only of actual personal deformity, or loss of a limb. As the 
military duty for which assessment is made, is in the reserve force 
only, and can be commuted by the payment of the eum of one dollar, 
no other exemptions for physical disability must be allowed, except 
those above menti »ned.

Covrt-MarmTIAL or Cot. Re1p.—The General Court-martial before 
which Colonel Thomas M. Reid, of the Second regiment, is being 
tried, held a session at the Eighth regiment armory on Monday 
evening, the 25th inst. The examination of Colonel Silas W. Burt, 
assistant inspector-general, a witness for the defence, was continued. 
The colonel was examined as to the right of an inspecting officer to 
strike names from the company or regimental rolls. Colonel Burt 
testified that an inspector was not an executive officer, and therefore 
had no right to remedy abuses, his duty being merely to report any 
irregularity or mistakes. He also stated that he did not consider 
that a brigadier-general had any authority to strike names of any 
men from the rolls of a regiment, even if he considered them de- 
serters. ‘The examination of Colonel Burt was a prolonged one, oc- 
cupying two sessions of the court, considerable time being taken in 
the examination and questioning him on points arising from indi- 
vidual cases. ‘The testimony in this case is new closed, and the 
court adjourned to meet June Ist, at the same place, when the argu- 
ments for the prosecution and defence will be heard. The devclop- 
ment of this case has been such that the real point at issue—‘“ Diso- 
bedience of orders ’—has been lost sight of, so that it is the brigade 
inspector rather than Colonel Reid who is being tried.

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Nixtz Reoiment.—A battalion drill of this regiment took place 
at Tompkins Square on Friday afternoon, the 22d inst. The line 
was formed at the Armory in 26th street, when the regiment, 
accompanied by its field music, marched to Tompkins square, ar- 
riving there at a little after four o'clock. Colonel Wilcox was in 
command, and Lieutenant-Colonel Braine was also’ present, both of 
these officers being mounted. The regiment made a good appear- - 
ance, parading about three hundred muskets. The dfill at the 
Square was commenced with the firings, which were well done by 
some companies, and poorly by others. In the fire by wing, the 
left wing fired much better than the right. In firing by companies, 
some used caps and some did not, which caused an apparent irregu- 
larity. The chief fault with the firing was a want of deliberation, 
the men in some cases discharging their pieces before the word of 
command, and in many cases coming to the position of carry in. 
stead of ready, after loading. Company commanders should be 
particular te instruct their men that, after firing, their pieces must 
be kept in the position of aim until the command to load or carry 
arms is given. This is a common fault in most of the regiments of 
the division, and after a fire, whether by company or battalion, it is 
customary to see the muzzles of the pieces at once thrown up with- 
out any order. In executing the firings, the men should be drilled 
to go through all the motions without slurring or cmitting any of 
them. 

During one of the pauses of the drill, we noticed the captain of 
the —th company—perhaps we had better not give the number—go 
up to one of his sergeants and take along pull ata black bottle 
which the sergeant offered him. The captain having wet his whis- 
tle, the lieutenants followed his example. Asa matter of course, 
the company which this officer commanded was poorly drilled, and 
the captain in question made one or two blunders, and was frequent- 
ly behind-hand in executing movements. 

The drill comprised all the principal movements in the school of 
the battalion, including the advance and retreat in line of battle; 
the ployments and deployment of the columns in various ways, and 
the various changes of front. In performing the movement right 
front into line faced to the rear, the captain of the ninth company 
was considerably behind-hand, and as a consequence, the tenth com- 
pany was compelled to wait until it was formed on the line. In the 
advance in line we noticed that the colonel stationed himself at va- 
rious points in front of the color-bearer, thus assisting him in making 
a straight march. 

The drill was somewhat marred because the ground was not kept 
clear of children and spectators generally, the usual force of po'ice- 
men not being present. There are individual companies in this regi- 
ment which do remarkably well, and there are others which are not 
as well drilled as they should be; but now that Colonel Wilcox has 
determined to remain with the regiment, we expect to see anim- ~ 
provement in the drill of the backward companies.

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Forty-seveyta Reoiusyt.—This regiment paraded in Brooklyn, 
E. D., on Tuesday, the 26th inst. The line was formed on Fourth 
street, right resting on Grand, at a quarter past 3 o’clock, nearly four 
hundred men being in line, Colonel D. E. Austen in command. The 
full band and drum corps were in attendance, under Bandmaster 
Meyer and Drum Major Hoff, the latter wearing the new uniform 
which has recently been presented him by the officers of the regi- 
ment.

This present to Ge@eral Meserole was 
determined upon some time since, and before bis promotion was 
anticipated, so that he is styled “Colonel” in the inscription. 
After the presentation the regiment returned to the armory, where 
it was dismissed. The drill and presentation was witnessed by a 
large number of spectators, not afew of whom were ladies. The 
silver service presented to General Meserole will shortly be placed 
on exhibition at the store of the manufacturers, under the Metro- 
politan Hotel. 











Dxiut or tax Eveventna Reoment.—A battalion drill of this 
regiment took place in Tompkins Square on Tuesday afternoon, the 
26th inst. Colonel Lux was in command, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Unbekant and Major Boeckel were also present. The regiment pa- 
raded in fatigue uniform, and over four hundred men were in line. 
The battalion was exercised in all the principal movements of the 
school of the battalion, from the march in line of battle to the for- 
mation of oblique squares, and was generally a very good one, and 
fully justified the remarks we made about this regiment last week 
We noticed every once and a while that a man would slip out of the 
ranks and run off to some shop in the neighborhood, and as these 
men were sometimes from the front rank, the fours in one or two 
instances were disarranged. Company commanders and file closers 
should be more particular in these points. Some of the captains 
still tind it hard to forget that there is no fixed right or left under 
Upton’s system, so that when the command “right forward, fours 
right,” is given, the actual right of the company is meant, and not nec- 
essarily the flank that was the original right. The formation of 
column of companies from column ef fours was well done; but in 
closing column to.the right by division, the division commanders 
were not particular enough in conducting their divisions to the 
ground they were to occupy. When the command “ by the head of 
column, take wheeling distance’ was given, several of the officers, 
in repeating it, said, “on the head,” etc. ‘They must not confuse 
these movements in their minds, as they are entirely separate and 
distinct. When the command is, “ by the head,” etc., the first com- 
pany moves off; but when itis, “on the head of column,” etc., or, 
better, ‘‘on the first company,” ete., that company stands fast. 
When the word on is used, the company or division designated 
stands fast except as far as itis necessary to move in dressing. It 
was nearly six o’clock when the drill was terminated. 


Reception or tas Ninta Reciment.—The officers and memlrs 
of this regiment gave a grand military and civic reception at the 
armory on last Wednesday evening, in commemoration of the return 
of the anniversary of the departure of the regiment for the war in 
1861. These receptions of the Ninth have always been such pleas- 
ant affairs, that they have become deservedly popular, and are al- 
ways attended by a large and brilliant assemblage of ladies and gen- 
tlemen. The reception last Wednesday was equal, if not superior, 
to any previous effort of the regiment, and was a grand success in 
every respect. , 

The armory was, on this occasion, very tastefully decorated under 
the superintendence of Max Maximilian. The walls of the main 
room were @raped with parti-colored bunting and flags of various 
nationalities, while at either end in flaming gas jets were the desig- 
pation of theeregiment and the motto “ Ratione aut Vi.” All the 

company rooms were more or less decorated, while in the rooms of 
Companies D and C'refreshments were served to the friends of the 
company. In the jatter room there was a piano for the benefit of 
the musical members of the company. 


Captain J. W. Davis of Company D received his friends in a most 
hospitable manner in his rvom. The room of Company E was very 
tastefully decorated with flowers which produced a most handsome 
effect ; each lady visitor to this room was presented with a charming 
little bouquet. The music for the occasion was furnished by the 
regimental band under the leadership of Wernig, a portion of the 
band being on the lower and part on the upper floor. The first part 
of the entertainment consisted of a promenade concert of selections 
from the most popular composers, including Offenbach, Rosaini, 
Wagner, Meyerbeer, and Grafulla, all of which were rendered ina 
superior manner. The presence of a large number of the officers 
and members of the various regiments of the First division in their 
full dress uniform, gave an unusal brilliancy to the audience.

THE DUNDERBERG. 

In speaking of the Dunderberg now the 
Rochambeau, the Paris correspondent of the 
Army aud Navy Gazette, says: 

The most remarkable vessel in the fleet 
is the Rochambeau, which, before it was 
sold to France, bore the name of the Dun- 
derberg. It may be mentioned here that 
Donatien de Vimeur, Count of Rochambeau, 
was one of those French generals who, with 
Lafayette, distinguished himself in the 
American war of Independence, fighting 
against the English. 
their vessel they found that numerous alter- 
ations were necessary, and she was sent into 
dock, where she passed nine months in being 
strengthened, armed, etc.,etc. Nearly 200 
workmen were during that time employed 
upon her, and what with new plates, new 
engines, new steering apparatus, new guns, 
and new iuternal fittings, the Rochambeau, 
since her purchase, has cost France £80,000. 
[t will be remembered that Mr. Webb, the 
constructor, was to have delivered her to the 
Ametican Government for $1,250,000, but 
when Mr. Webb wanted more for his ship, 
and the Government no longer required her, 
it was agreed that she should remain the 
property of the constructor. Several par- 
ties immediately bid for the Dunderberg; 
Chili and Peru both wanted her; and asthe 
Luxemburg question threatened war, Prus- 
sia made an offer, the news of which reached 
France, and the Emperor, not to be out- 
stripped by Count Bismark, instructed his 
consul-general in the United States to buy 
the vessel, and she was bought for 7,360,000 
francs, or $2,300,000, in paper, to prevent 
her from falling into the hands of the Prus- 
sians. We are all of us aware of the form 
of the Rochambeau, which resembles a low- 
lying craft with a fort on board. The height 
of this fort is 2 metres 60, and the summit 
which forms the deck is 76 metres 64 long, 
and 18 metres 50 wide: it rises from the 
body of the vessel at an inclination of 30 
degrees. The form of this citadel or block- 
house is an elongated polygon which is pro- 
tected by plates 12 centimetres in thickness, 
behind which is a timber backing, covered 
with a strong iron net-work to prevent dam- 
age being done by splinters. 

The Rochambeau was purchased un- 
armed, but brought over from America a 
couple of Rodman 15-inch guns, one of 
which remains on board for trial, while the 
other has been sent for a similar purpose to 
Gavres, where artiliery experiments are car- 
ried on. Besides her Rodman, the Rocham- 
beau is armed with four 27-centimetre guns 


(9.45 inches). The total weight of guns and 
carriages amounts to 567,600 kilog. (2 lbs. 
060 francs, or about £16,500. 
encrmous weight of the big guns, they are 
easily trained, by means of an ingenious me- 
chanical contrivance. When fully charged 
the Rochambeau draws 18 feet, and her 
ports being only five feet above the water- 
line, she will find it difficult to use her guns 
in anything like bad weather. A great 
many changes have been made in her en- 
gines, which may almost be said to be new, 
and it is expected that she will be able to 
make about four knots. She carries four 
boats and a steam launch, which, we are in- 
formed, cost £400. The crew of the Ro- 
chambeau will consist of 590 officers and 
men. The captain has what is termed here 
“an elegant apartment ” forward, while the 
officers’ quarters, consisting of twelve cab- 
ins, arranged in horseshoe form, are abaft 
the battery, small, and receiving their light 
and air from above, which will render them 
very agreeable on a wet, sultry day.
